He aserted that if the friends of the 
treaty had agreed to a modifying. reso- 
lution the vote could have heen secured 
much sooner and, it would have 
carried assurance of pacific intentions 
on the part this government, it 
would have prevented the hostile con- 
flict at Manila.

here interrupted the 
Senator and there was 
quite a lively exchange of words. Mr. 
Teller announced his belief that the op- 
position to the treaty was responsible 
for the Manila battle, and Mr. Money 
declared this view to be absurd. 

Mr. Fairbanks spoke at some length, 
his speech being the first he made since 
the debate began. He made an appeal 
for unanimity of action, in order that 
gqhe country might present a harmoni- 
ous front to the outside world in deal- 
ing with so important a question. He 
said that no partisan political advan- 
tage could possibly be claimed by any 
one in the ratification, and held out the 
view that solid support of the adminis- 
tration would be of vast advantage to 
«he administration in the present crisis. 
In this connection he referred to the 
opening of hostilities at Manila and ex- 
pressed the view that the ratification of 
the treaxy would do much to prevent 
further bloodshed and restore quiet. 

“Let us,’ said he, “ratify the treaty 
and then settle our differences concern- 


ing the question of expansion afker- 
ward. Those questions can wait, but 
the emergency is too great for any 
postponement whatever on the ratifica- 
tion question.” 

Promptly at 3 o'cteck the Vice-Pres- 
ident interrupted Senator Money, who 
Was then speaking, to announce that 
the hour had arrived for a vote. But 
one amendment was offered—that pro- 
posed by Senator Vest, placing the 
Philippines on the same footing as 
Cuba, in this treaty. In the temporary 
absence of Mr. Vest, it was presented 
by Mr... Gorman. 

The voting on this amendment pro- 
ceeded quietly, and as all the Senators 
were present, it was soon disposed of. 
The votes of Senators were closely 
scanned fer pointers on the approach- 
ing vote on the treaty itself. The only 


. Vote considered at all significant of a 


change favorable to the treaty was ihat 
of Mr. McEnery, who voted against the 
amendment. Senators Jones 6f Nevada’, 
McLaurin and Kenney voted for it. 
EVENT HAD ARRIVED. 

The vote was immediately announced 
and pages were sent scurrying through 
ithe corridors to announce to the few 
Senators who were not in their geats 
that the culminating event had ar- 
rived. The call proceeded quietly until 
the name of Senator McLaurin was an- 
nounced. He created the first stir of 
the occasion by a speech in explanation 
of h‘s vote for the treaty. This was the 
initial break in the ranks of the oppo- 
sition. Mr. McLaurin made a brief 
statement.in explanation of his change 
of position, giving the open hostilities 
in Manila as the reason for it. 

“I am, as I have been from the first,”’ 
said he, “irrevocably opposed to the 
expansion of our territory, and should 
have voted against ratification, but for 
the news that has come to us over the 
ceble in the past two days.” 

He then went on to say that the at- 
tack upon cur troops had brought about 
a new condition of affairs, and that he 
should vote for the treaty. 

CREATED EXCITEMENT. 

This cnnouncement created a hubbub 
of excitement, for, while some Senators 
were informed that he had decided upon 
a change there were many who were 
not in possession of this information. 
The announcement brought some of the 
opposition to his side with remon- 
strances, but he replied to them that he 
could not any longer see*his way clear 
to cast his vote against the treaty. 

He also referred to the:agreement to 
pass the McEnery resolution as a pledge 
against expension. In view of this 
promise and in the hope that ratifica- 
tion would lesson bloodshed in the Phil- 
ippines, he would, therefore, he said, 
cast his vote in the affirmative. 

He had hardly concluded when Mr. 
McEnery approached with a word of 
congratulation, saying that he had de- 
cided upon the same course. The 
Louisiana Senator made a speech of 
explanation to the Senate, publicly an- 
nouncing himself only by means of his 
vote. 

Mr. Jones of Nevada did not vote on 
the first roll call, but came from the 
cloak room before the vote was an- 
nounced, and by unanimous consent 
made a brief and feeling spéech. He 
said that he was against expansion, 
and if he thought the ratification of 
the treaty meant expansion he would 
not vote for it, as he considered a pol- 
icy of expansion would prove the ruin 
of the country. The events in Manila 
during the past two or three days in 
his judgment were likely to do more to 
discourage expansion than anything 
that had happened, but had at the 
same time produced a crisis which 
made the ratification of the treaty nec- 
essary. He considered it a patriotic 
duty to vote for the treaty, and conse- 
quently cast his vote in the affirma- 
tive.

SENATE’S EXCITING DAY. 


Many Members Present—Speeches on 
Peace and Expansion. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—This was a 
day of excitement and severe strain in 
the Senate. The fact that the treaty 
was to be voted on and that the result 
was hanging in the balance served to 
keep Senators on both sides of the 
chamber at a high tension. When the 
Senate convened at noon,”“more mem- 
bers were present than had been in 
attendance upon any session of the 
Senate since it assembled in December, 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska addressed the 
Senate in the morning hour in favor 
of the ratification of the treaty, but in 
opposition to expansion. In the course 
of his speech he adverted to some 
newspaper comment upon himself and 

made explanation of his position. 

Mr. Clay of Georgia occupied a few 
minutes in explaining why he proposed 
to support the treaty. 

Mr. Gorman (Dem.) of Maryland fol- 
lowed with a notable speech, in the 
course of which he took Mr. Wolcott 
(Rep.) of Colorado severely to task for 
some statements in the latter's speech 
a few days ago, in which Mr. Gorman 
thought reference was made to him. 
He explained that he had not now and 
had never had Presidential aspirations, 
the newspaper reports to the contrary 
notwithstanding. His attack upon the 
treaty was one of the most severe dur- 
ing the debate. 

RESOLUTION WENT OVER. 

After the ratification of the treaty 
the Senate in open session took up a 
joint resolution offered by McEnery 
(Dem.) of Louisiana, declaring a policy 
for the Philippines and an effort was 
made to adopt it, but the debate occu- 
pied so mych time that the resolution 
went over till tomorrow. 

The resolution in full is as follows: 

“That by the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaty of peace with Spain, it is 
net intended to incorporate the inhabi- 
tants of said islands into citizenship of 
the United States, nor is it intended to 
permanently annex said islands as an 
integral part of the territory of the 
United States. But it is the intention 
of the United States to establish on 
said islands a government suitable to 
the wants and conditions of the in- 
habitants of said island», to prepare 
them for local self-government and in 
due time to make such disposition of 
said islands as will best promote the 
interests of the citizens of the United 


States and the inhabitants of said isl- 
ands.”’ 


MR. ALLEN’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Allen then addressed the Sen- 
ate upon several resolutions relating 
to expansion. He devoted the first part 
of his address to a personal explana- 
tion brought out by statements made 
concerning him and his action with re- 
Spect to the treaty. Among the state- 
ments made by the newspaper in ques- 
tion was that Mr. Allen today would 
enlighten the Senate as to the political 
significance of Senator Gorman’s posi- 
reference to the treaty. 

F ave at no time,” said Mr. 
promised to enlighten the 
concerning what Senator Gorman is do- 
ing or proposes to do. .I do not know 
nor am I concerned in knowing what 
Mr. Gorman’s intentions may be.” 

He then paid a personal tribute to Mr. 
Gorman’s ability and patriotism as a 
statesman. Referring then to the state- 
ments which have been made as to the 
action of some of the Democrats in op- 
posing the treaty because of their oppo- 
sition to William J. Bryan and the

“I am not the keeper of the con- 
science of Mr. Bryan. I do not pretend 
to represent him here or elsewhere and 
any utterances to the contrary are en- 
tirely unfounded. Iam the personal 
friend of Mr. Bryan and I am also his 
political friend. I may say of him that 
I regard him as the superior in know]l- 
edge and capacity of any living Amer- 
ican statesman. History will rank him 
with Webster and Clay as one of the 
greatest statesmen our country has 
produced. I regard him as a brilliant 
comet in the political sky, as were Web- 
ster and Clay in their t'me. I know him 
to be not only able and patriotic, but 
absolutely sincere in all his words and 
sections. He is not a demagogue, as 
the groundlings and tumble bugs. of 
politics would have the people believe.” 

Mr. Allen then read from some news- 
paper comments, reflecting upon him as 
to his action and by intimation im- 
pugning the purity of his motives. 

“I hKave never occupied a doubtful 
ground,’ said he, “upon this treaty. 
From the time it was completed in 
Paris,.I intended to give it mv vote.” 

Referring further to an intimation 
that he had been given the administra- 
tion’s Republican influence in his Sen- 
atorial fight in Nebraska, Mr. Allen de- 
clared that there was nothing Presi- 
dent McKinley could give him that 
would possibly affect him or his opin- 
ions. 

“IT would not,”” he declared, “accept 
Republican influence in behalf of my 
reélection to the Senate. It has not 
been offered, but if it were, I would re- 
pudiate it.” | 


OPPOSED TO EXPANSION. 

Mr. Allen then made 2 constitutional 
argument against expansion in the 
course of which he said: 

“The news has come to us of a con- 


| 


flict between the Filipinos and _ the 
American army and navy. To my own 
State has c8me much of the loss. Ten 
out of the twenty-eight dead were 
members of the Nebraska infantry. 
There is weeping at the heartsstones 
of Nebraska today. This ought to be a 
warning to us. J cannot condemn in 
too severe language the assault that 
was made upon us. We are dealing 
with bloodthirsty savages. They pre- 
cipitated the attack and I commend the 
leaders of our army and navy for re- 
pelling it. 

“We are rightfully and legally in the 
Philippines. Our troops must remain, 
must be kept there until their status 
is fixed by Congress; the sole power to 
deal with the question.” 

WHEELER FOR REGULAR ARMY.

HE KNEW HIS DUTY. 


Mr. Clay (Dem.) of Georgia followed 
Mr. Allen. He said, while he would 
always vote against the permanent re- 
tention of the Philippines, he felt it his 
duty to his State, his constitutents, and 
himself, to support the treaty. 

GORMAN’S STANDPOINT. 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland closed the 
debate in open session. He said that 
he had been opposed to the ratification 
of the treaty and the annexation of the 
Philippine Islands because these 
islands contained a population and peo- 
ple who could not be assimilated into 
our own population without degrading 
the Amerivan people. He believed that 
the adoption of the scheme of treaty of 
ratification would be more disastrous 
to this country than anything which 
has happened from the foundation of 
the government to the present hour. 

Adverting to the remarks of Mr. Al- 
len, he said: 

“I thank the Senator from Nebraska 
for stating our political differences, 
which are as far apart as the poles. 
I belong to the conservative Democ- 
racy, and would at all times oppose 
any measure that involyed untold 
woes to this country, as I believe this

settled or dwarfed by mere personal 
‘onsiderations feelings. Who is it 
in the country that cares for me or 
for any other man, or for my aspira- 
tions or for his? Yet the Senator from 
Celorado (Wolcott) made. certain ref- 


erences to me in a speech delivered on 
this floor.’’ 


QUOTED WOLCOTT. 

Mr. Gorman then quoted the follow- 
ing statement in Mr. Wolcott's speech: 
“Yet, while this critical condition of 
affairs exists it has become evident 
Within the last few days that certain 
political leaders in this chamber be- 
lieve that a new issue should be 
brouerht before the American people 
to be determined at the next Presiden- 
tial election. They intend that the 
American people shall be called to pass 
on the questions arising out of the 
Var, and that this shall be the issue 
of the next campaign.” 

“Well, now,’’ he continued, “I sup- 
pose that a fair judgment, a charitable 
judgment, would enable me to say that 
the Senator from Colorado, of all the 
Senators on this floor, would be the 
only one capable of making such ap 
utterance while we were considering 
such a great question.” 


WANTED TO KNOW. 


At this point, Mr. Gorman was in- 
terrupted by a man in the gallery, who 


cried out several times, in a loud, 
crescendo voice: ‘‘What do you mean, 
what do you mean, what do yon 
mean?” 


Confusion reigned on both sides of 
the Senate and in the galleries for a 
moment, but this was dissipated by 
laughter, when it was realized that the 
poor fellow who caused the interrup- 
tion was not responsible for his utter- 
ances. 


a his speech, Mr. Gorman 
said: 

“Aspirations of public men amount 
to but little. That the political desire 
for preferment of any man would con- 
trol his vote upon this treaty is in- 
conceivable to me, and he who enter- 
tains such an idea is oh a very low 
plane in the consideration of a measure 
so grave. 

“T have known gentlemen who. float 
between parties, who have been strong 
advocates of public questions, and yet 
support a party antagonistic to'it. I 
haye seen statesmen who were wild 
with the thought of free coinage of sil- 
ver, and yet who on every occasion 
found strength and a resting place in 
the Republican party, and that party 
believes in a single standard of another 
metal. 

“But I want to disabuse the Sena- 
tor’s mind of the false impression: he 
seems to have, and those who have 
followed him. 

SERVED EIGHTEEN YEARS. 

“On the 3d of March next, if I shall 
be spared so long, I will have served 
on this floor eighteen years. During 
that whole time I do not believe that 
I have ever uttered a word that 
wounded the feelings of a brother Sen- 
ator. I do not believe I could have 
been capable at any time of attempting 
to effect public questions by criticism 
of the personal conduct or views of 
any Senator.” 

Mr. Gorman referred to the news 
which had been flashed over the cable 
from Manila during the past few hours 
and demanded to know who believed, if 
we had made such a declaration re- 
garding the Philippines as we made 
concerning Cuba, that the deplorable 
fight at Manila would have occurred. 
He expressed the opinion that if the 
treaty was ratified it would be the be- 
ginning of a war which would cost us 
thousands of lives and millions upon 
millions of treasure. 

“Tt will not be four years,” declared 
Mr. Gorman, “‘before our people will 
resent this action. It is known now 
that the people will resent it, and the 
authorities are providing against that 
resentment by increasing the standing 
army to 100,000 men, not alone for serv- 
ice in our far away possessions, but 
for service right here at home to po- 
lice cur own country.” 

M’ENERY RESOLUTION. 

The Senate then went into executive 
session, and at 3:25 o'clock, resumed 
legislative business in open _— session, 
taking up the resolution offered earlier 
in the day by Mr. McEnery. 

Mr. Hoar proposed an amendment, 
providing that the government in the 
Philippines should be “with the con- 
sent of the people thereof.’ 

A motion to lay on the table pre- 
vailed, 45 to 35. Mr. Hoar then moved 
to amend the resolution by inserting 
the words, “Or to force a government 
on them against their will.” 

Mr. Aldrich moved to lay the amend- 
ment on the table and the motion was 
carried, 46 to 30. - 

At the instance of Mr. Aldrich the 
resolution was amended in two or three 
verbal particulars. 

The word “pending” was struck out 
of the resolution, as the treaty was not 
then pending. In the fourth line of the 
resolution, the word ‘“said’’ was struck 
out, and the words “Philippines” in- 
serted. so the resolution would not in- 
clude Porto Rico. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia then offered a 
portion of his resolution as an amend- 
ment to the McEnery resolution. 

SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Vest inquired if the McEnery 
resolution did not exclude the idea that 
all governments derived their just pow- 
ers from the people, and the further 
idea that the people of the Philippine 
Islands should have self-government. 

“People of the kind in the Philip- 
pines,’ declared Mr. Gray, “have no 
right to demand any more explicit 
promise than is contained in the Mc- 
Enery resolution. I am not in favor of 
going on my knees to these people. I 
am not in favor of going with addi- 
tional promises to the people who are 
shooting down our soldiers who lifted 
them from the thralldom of Spain and 
carried to them messages of fredom.” 

“I do not propose to surrender to 
those whose guns are pointed at Gen. 
Otis and who have killed our men on 
land and ship. Let us wait yet a little 
while until we know what may de- 
velop.” 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky opposed 
any amendment, maintaining that the 
McEnery resolution would do all for 
the Filininos that he promised to do 
for the Cubans. 

Mr. Caffery declared that the Mc- 
Enery resolution provided for nothing 
more or less than a'despotic protecto- 
rate without any guarantee of local

BLAMES AGONCILLO. 
Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin spoke in 


opposition to making promises to the

‘From information which I have 
now—and I say this on my: own re- 
sponsibility—l believe it Was a pre- 
meditated, preconcerted and wanton 
attack, made with the idea of affecting 
the action of the Senate upon the peace 
treaty.

“Hours before we learned of the at- 
tack, in fact, on Saturday night, Agon- 
cillo, who has been here as a repré- 
sentative of the Filipinos, and has 
failed to receive any sort of recognition 
from this government, silently folded 
his tent, like the Arab, and stole away 
to Canada. Somebody may be able to 
explain that circumstances, but I have 
not yet heard any explanation offered 
for it, except that he know that the at- 
tack was to be made. . 

“TJ am not in favor of complicating 
this situation by making promises to 
the Filipinos. Nobody doubts that we 
will treat them with all the justice that 
they may deserve.” 

Mr. Bacon suggested, in reply to Mr. 
Spooner, that the utterances on the 
other side of the chamber were by those 
who were advocating the pressing of 
a government upon the Filipinos whieh 
they were not willing to submit to.

HOUSE SUSPENSION DAY. 
fASSOCIATED. PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—This was 
suspension day in the House and quite 
a number of bills were passed, several 
of them of importance. The Census 
Bill, prepared by the House commit- 
tee, went through by a vote of 147 to 
42. The bill differs in several essential 
features from the Senate bill, particu- 
larly in that it makes the Census Bu- 
reau entirely independent of any ex- 
isting department, and Chairman Hop- 
kins stated on the floor that the expec- 
tation was that the Senate would ac- 
cept the House bill. 

EXTENDED TO HAWAII. 

A bill was passed to extend the anti- 
contract labor laws over the Hawaiian 
Islands and another bill was passed 
to refer forty-four war claims for 
stores and supplies to the Court of 
Claims. They are claims reported 
from the War Claims Committee and 
aggregate $212,000. 

A bill was passed to create a national 
military park on the site of the bat- 
tle of Vicksburg: also to grant 25,000 
acres of land in Alabama to the Girls’ 
Industrial School of that State. Some 
resolutions were adopted authorizing 
cadets from Costa Rica and Colombia 
to enter Annapolis. A bill was passed 
authorizing the city of Albuquerque, 
N. M., to issue $65,000 of municipal 
bonds. 

GROW’S RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Grow (Rep.) if Pennsylvania, of- 
fered a resolution for a constitutional 
amendment, providing that peace 
treaties shall be ratified by a majority 
of the Senate. With the simple state- 
ment that it was very singular that a 
majoriy of two houses could make -war, 
two-thirds of the Senate were required 
to make peace, he asked that the reso- 
lution be referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary. It was so referred. 

A bill was passed to authorize the 
widow of Gen. Hiram Berdan to sue 
the government in the Court of Claims 
for royalties due her husband by the 
government between 1869 and 1881, on 
inventions used. 

Tomorrow and Wednesday were set 
apart for the consideration of public 
buildings. 

The Sundry Civil Bill was reported. 

FOR WOMEN NURSES. 

Mr. Griffin (Rep.) of Wisconsin 
moved the passage, under suspension of 
the rules, of a bill for the employment 
of women nurses in the military hos- 
pitals of the army. In the galleries 
when Mr. Griffin made the motion were 
many Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution and other organizations inter- 
ested in the bill. 

After a short debate, the vote re- 
sulted, 125 to 83, not the necessary two- 
thirds to suspend the rules. 

At 5:15 the House adjourned. 


DYING FROM SMALLPOX. 


One American Per Day Passes Out 
at Manila—Report. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb.'6.—The periodi- 
cal sickness and casualty report from 
Gen. Otis, received today, disclosed a 
death rate among the American 
troops at Manila from smallpox of one 
man per day for the past nine days. 

The report read as follows: 
“MANILA, Feb. 6.—Adjutant-General, 
Washington: Following deaths since 
January 28: Royal E. Fletcher, private, 
Co. B, First Washington, typoid fever; 
January 29, Albert Watson, private, Co. 
B. Thirteenth Minnesota, variola; Wal- 
ter Dugard, private, Co. G. First 
Idaho, typhoid fever; January 30, Isaac 
Cooper, private, Co. B, Twenty-third, 
variola; Charles Snodgrass, private, Co. 
B. Twentieth Kansas, variola: Fred 
Maxwell, private, Co. K, Twentieth 
Kansas, variola: February 3, James 
Owens, Co. L., Third Artillery, variola: 
Miles Kyger, corporal, Co. I, First 
Washington, typhoid fever; Chester W. 
Hubbard, private, Co. K, Third Ar- 
tillery, variola; Olavus T. Felland.

WAR, NOT PEACE, 


Senator Hale Says That is What 
Ratifiention Means. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Senator 
Hale today gave to the Associated 
Press his impressions concerning the 
effects of the battle of Manila on the 

treaty. He said: 

“IT am not surprised at the  occur- 
rence. If the treaty had been made as 
it ought tp have been, putting the 
Philippines on the same basis as Cuba, 
no trouble would have arisen, or if 
the managers of the treaty had con- 
sented to an amendment on this line, 
there would have been no trouble of 
this kind. Or, still further, if they had 
agreed to the passage of a joint resolu- 
tion declaring that Congress did not 
expect permanent occupation, trouble 
would have been averted. But the 
truth is that underneath the expansion 
newspapers and back of the movements 
of the leaders of the expansion causes, 
is the determination to be content with 
nothing but permanent annexation. 

“This means a protracted war of 
subjugation against the people of the 
Philippines. The ratification of the 
treaty means no peace, but immediate 
war. We must send more troops and 
more ships to Manila, and must under- 
take the immense job of conquering the 
people who are trying to establish a 
government of their own.”

LOT OF CANNED BEEF IS BAD. 


OVER TEN THOUSAND CANS NOT 
FIT FOR HUMAN FOOD. 


Gen. Henry Dissolwes the Insular 
Cabinet at Sen Juan in the In- 
terest of Reform—Other 
Cuban Advices. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
HAVANA, Feb. 6.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] Gov.-Gen. Brooke has received 
no information regarding the date when 
Jen. Maximo Gomez will arrive in Ha- 
vana. February 24 is the anniversary 
of the beginning of the Cuban war, and 
it is possible that Gen. Gomez will wait 
until then to make a triumphant entry 
into the city. 

The Board of Meat Survey, of which 
Cart. William L. Pitcher of the Eighth 
Infantry is president, found, as the re- 
sult of an inquiry this afternoon, that 
the contents of 10,848 cans are unfit for 
human food and have recommended 
that the inspector, Col. Reade, condemn 
the meat. Col. Reade has confirmed the 
board's findings. Other lots will be 
examined tomorrow. 

Among the rations drawn for distri- 
bution to the destitute at La Punta re- 
lief station are several hundred cans 
of spoiled meat, though among them 
there was not a can of Libby, McNeill 
& Libby, as was erroneously reported 
at first. 

At several other relief stations 
tainted salmon and spoiled tomatoes 
were discovered by the Board of Meat 
Survey, and it appears that from 1 to 


2 per cent. of the meat issued in Ha- 
vana is bad. 

The Seventh Corps is now eating 
hoof beef, bought in the local market, 
but Gen. Arnold says the men are com- 
plaining of its toughness and prefer re- 
frigerated beef. ' 


GEN, WADE’S VIEWS. 


Tells of the Situation in Caba and 
His Opinion of the Manila Fight. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—In referring to 
the situation in Cuba, Brig.-Gen. James 
F. Wade, who is en route to St. Paul 
where he goes to take command of the 
Department of the Dakotas, which posi- 
tion he held previous to going to Cuba, 

said: 

“I do not think the United States 
need anticipate any trouble there. 
Gomez's last communication to the 
President in which he _ accepts the 
terms offered by this country, has prac- 
tically settled that as far as the insur- 
gents are concerned. The benefits 
which will result to this country 
through the late campaign will be enor- 
mous, and I believe have been gener- 
ally under rather than overestimated. 
I believe most firmly in the policy of 
territorial expansion, I do not think 
that the increase of the standing army 
to 100,000 men will give us one more 
than we need.’ 

When shown the dispatches from Ma- 
nila, giving an account of the attack 
on the American forces by the insur- 
gents, Gen. Wade said: ‘Well, that 
looks like business. Of course, there 
is nothing left to do now but to fight, 
and I don’t think there can be any 
doubt as to the result. Of course, it is 

reatly to be regretted that hostilities 
oe commenced, but it certainly does 
not seem to have been the fault of the 
Americans.» I suppose the Filipinos 
thought from our apparent unwilling- 
ness to fight that we were afraid of 
them. They probably have discovered 
their error.” Further than this, he 
was unwilling to discuss the matter, 
saying he was without any knowledge 
of the real situation of affairs. 


INSULAR CABINET. REMOVED. 


Gen. Henry Takes Action to Bring 
About Needed Reforma. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN JUAN (Porto Rico.) Feb. 6.— 
[Ry West Indian Cable.] Gov.- 
Gen. Henry has ordered the  disso- 
lution of the insular cabinet, and sub- 
stitutes for it the following depart- 
ments: State, Justice, Finance and In- 

terior. 

The order announces that it having 
become evident to Gen. Henry, after 
a careful trial of two months, that the 
insular cabinet does not correspond 
with American methods of progress, 
he declares its dissolution. 

The members of the Cabinet tendered 
their resignations to Gen. Henry on 
Saturday, but the resignations were 
held in abeyance. The head of the 
new departments will confine their du- 
ties to their departments and the Gov- 
ernor will preside and give instructions 
directly to the heads of these depart- 
ments. 

Gen. Henry’s action in removing the 
insular Cabinet was impelled by the 
disposition of the members to disregard 
him and by their objection to the 
temporary substitution of American of- 
ficers in the Department of Public In- 
struction and in the Department of 
Public Works. 

The cabinet resigned because Sefior 
Munoz Rivera was not allowed, as its 
chief. to act with reference to insular 
affairs, independently. Its members 
claim that they were independent of 
Gen. Henry, because elected by the peo- 
ple. He refused to surrender his pre- 
rogatives as Governor, and insisted that 
he had at all times acted in accordance 
with the best interests of the island. 


HONORS TO MAINE VICTIMS. 
fASSOCIATEr PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
HAVANA, Feb. 6.—The committee of 
American women organized to decorate 
the graves of the victims of the battle- 
ship Maine met today and decided to 
place a small flag and a ‘wreath of 
flowers on the 147 graves and numer- 
ous wreaths of flowers upon the wreck. 
Maj.-Gen. Lee sent word that he would 
go to the Colon Cemetery with some 
of his force and bands. There will be 
no formal services and speeches, but 
the soldiers will present arms. 


Liberal Party’s New Leader. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—At a meeting of 
the Liberal members of Parliament, at 
the Reform Club, the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, formerly 
Chief Secretary for. Ireland, and late 
Secretary of State for War, was elected 
to succeed Sir Vernon Harcourt as 
leader of the Liberal party.

Stern Rebuaff. 


BROTHER CHARLES’S BAD BREAK 


SHORTRIDGE DIGGED A PIT FOR 
HIS BOSS. 


———_ 


Cutter Cut the Ground from Under 
Him With His Keen Blade—The 
Burnsites Dismayed and 
Filled With Rage. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dan Burns aent “up 
against it” today in the joint conven- 
tion, and tonight people of every part 
of the State which can be reached by 
wire know him for a defeated Senato- 
rial aspirant. Whatever doubts existed 
as to his strength in the two houses has 
disappeared, and he is known for ex- 
ectly what he is worth, which is no 
more than has been admitted by his 
opponents heretofore. 

Rumors’ of a change in the situation 
were prevalent last week, and they be- 
came so general as to give the impres- 
sion, even to ontsiders, that they were 
well grounded. Various dates for this 
change to take effect were named, the 
latest being Monday or Tuesday of 
this week. Yesterday Burns told an 
acquaintance that he looked for a break 
in the middle of this week, which is 
probably the first inkling of his per- 
sonal views that has reached the pub- 
lic. 

SHORTRIDGE’S BAD BREAK. 

But when, at the close of the ballot 
in joint convention today Senator 
Shortridge of Santa Clara arose and 
asked permission to offer a resolution, 
which was found to bind the joint con- 
vention to vote for Senator from 12 to 
3 o’clock daily, all except the Burns 
people were taken by surprise, and 
some of the latter professed not to 
know what was coming Shortridge, 
speaking on his resolution, said this 
was the fifth week of the Legislature, 
and hour after hour and day after day 
had been wasted in the effort to fill 
the vacancy which would be caused by 
the forthcoming retirement of Stephen 
M. White. 

He submitted that the business of 
the Legislature was being gravely in- 
terfered with by the time which was 
being taken up in fruitless balloting, 
and legislation which was needed aas 
not receiving attention, while legisla- 
tion which should be beaten was be- 
ing crowded forward by a lack of time 
on the part of the legislators to look 
into it. The business of electing a Sen- 
ator, also, should be given more atten- 
tion, and the party caucus’ should 
come again properly into use, and the 
members should meet in sécret, as they 
have done heretofore, to select a man 
to fill the high, and exalted position 
of United States nator. 

As one voting for a certain candidate, 
and having the exquisite pleasure of 
representing that man, he believed in 
a caucus of his party to do away with 
the waste of time in proceeding, day by 
day, to take one vote and then adjourn. 
He believed the resolution would meet 
the patriotic desires of both the ma- 
jority and the minority. 

CUTTER’S KEEN BLADE. 

Senator Cutter was on his feet in a 
minute. “I am glad that Santa Clara 
county has come to the conclusion that 
it wants to go into caucus,” he began. 

Morehouse interrupted. ‘“‘Leave Santa 
Clara county out of this,” he said. 

“Not on this occasion,” Cutter an- 
swered, and then went on to say that 
four years ago Santa Clara county re- 
fused to go into caucus. 

Two years ago a brother of the Sena- 
tor from Santa Clara was a candidate 
for United States Senator, and he 
(Shortridge) refused to go into caucus 
because somebody would be elected 
that they didn’t want, and every man 
of the Santa Clara county delegation 
refused to go into caucus. 


“Standing here,’’ Cutter said, “I will 
say for those who are voting with me 
that we don’t propose going into cau- 
cus. We will not be driven by the Sen- 
ator from Santa Clara or any power 
under heaven to go into caucus and 
cast a ballot that the people would not 
know anything about, and let members 
cast a vote for a man for whom they 
dare not vote in open and whom we do 
not want.”’ 

ANTI-BURNS APPLAUSE. 

Cutter is a fiery speaker, and his im- 
petuous remarks coming so aptly after 
Shortridge’s covert appeal for a caucus, 
under pretense of asking for three 
hours’ of balloting daily, brought down 
the house. Applause rang from every 
quarter of the chamber, and the anti- 
Burns sentiment that crystallized then 
and there was so apparent that Dibble, 
Johnson and other Burns followers 
wilted; that is, all save Sig. Bettman, 
the San Francisco Senator, who was 
one of the first to openly announce that 
he was for Burns before the latter had 
declared his candidacy. Bettman at- 
tacked Cutter on his own’ ground, 
charging that four years ago, and two 
years ago, when Cutter was on the 
other side from what he is now, he was 
breaking his neck to get into caucus. 
Bettman declared he was not afraid to 
go into caucus, even if his man should 
be defeated. 

The edge was taken off Bettman’s re- 
marks by Assemblyman Mead of: Los 


Angeles, who is one of the most popu-, 


lar men in either house. With good- 
natured sarcasm, he referred Short- 
ridge’s appeal to the majority and the 
minority, saying: “I don’t know why 
the minority should be dragged into 
this. I move that the troubles of the 
majority be made the special order for 
the next Republican caucus.” 

This sally provoked great laughter 
and applause, and poured Sil on the 
stormy water. 

Senator Davis, one of Scott’ 8 support- 
ers, moved that Shortridge’s resolution 
be tabled, and the thunder of ayes made 
the few nays of the Burns men seem 
ridiculous. Belshaw, a Bulla supporter, 
moved to adjourn, and, though. Short- 
ridge demanded a roll call, he was lost 
in the shuffle and the joint assembly, 
jaughing and excited, dissolved. 

ON COMMON GROUND. 

Cutter was warmly congratulated by 
many members on his masterly turning 
of Shortridge’s bad break into advan- 
tage for the anti-Burns side, and for 
the time Bulla men, Grant men, Barnes 


| 


men and all other factionists forgot 
their differences, if they had any, and 
gathered in groups in the Assembly 
chamber, apparently loth to leave, 
While they discussed the surprise of 
the day. 

As Senator Cutter told the Times 
correspondent, it seemed as if all had 
found common ground on which they 
could unite. 

Assemblyman Miller of Los Angeles, 
a staid follower of Bulla, confessed to 
having had a desire to throw his hat 
in the air, and Senator “Jack’’ Boyce of 
Santa Barbara, one of Grant’s foremost 
supporters, admitted he had to hold 
himself down in his’ chair with both 
bands. Senator Stratton of Oakland, 
who votes for Barnes, and who had 
been telling Gillette, before the bal- 
loting began, how tired he was of the 
useless procedure, and that he intended 
to “kick” over it some time this week, 
was greatly amused at Shortridge’s 
discomfiture, and ridiculed his cry for 
a roll call on the motion to adjourn. 

MADE DIBBLE SWEAR. 

Dibble, one of the ablest of the Burns 
leaders, swore a round oath as he left 
the chamber. “Burns told me Short- 
ridge was going to put in that resolu- 
tion,’’ he said to a fellow-member, and 
I suppose Charlie wanted to make a 
speech. I wish I had got up and 
‘moved to table that resolution. The 
papers will come out now with big head 
lines and claim it is a defeat for 
Burns,” which shows that Mr. Dibble 
is a good judge of the situation. 

To Cutter, Dibble at first asserted 
that he knew nothing about the reso- 
lution, but subsequently admitted that 
Shortridge had shown it to him, and 
that he had advised the loud-mouthed 
member from Santa Clara not to put 
it in. 

To night the Burns touts are circulat- 
ing about the hotels endeavoring to 
counter-act the impression that has 
been created, by loudly denying that 
Shortridge in any way represented 
Burns. But their efforts were futile. 
Not only is it certain that Shortridge 
would not have dared to make a move 
of so much significance without having 
consulted the colonel, but the manner 
of his speech and his own language 
convict him of an understanding with 
his candidate. 

BURNS AT WHITE HEAT. 

Burns was white with rage and there 
was an angry gleam in his small eyes 
as he returned to the Golden Eagle Ho- 
tel about 1 o'clock, while Maj. Mc- 
Laughlin, who accompanied him, wore 
the air of a small boy who has been 
caught ¢rying to steal jam from thé 
top shelf. 

The Burns men could not help but ad- 
mit, in the face of the overwhelming 
sentiment manifested in joint conven- 
tion, that a caucus from the Burns side 
is impossible, but they denied with 
some warmth that their candidate 
would now withdraw. They were too 
stunned at first to deny that Short- 
ridge’s resolution was part of a scheme 
to tire out the legislators until they 
should consent to go into caucus, and 
that the Santa Clara freak was allowed 
to present the resolution and urge it 
upon the convention because of his 
loud voice, his bravado and his alleged 
eloquence. Had Dibble, with his in- 
sinuating urgency, been allowed to of- 
fer the resolution, the effect would have 
been different, though the resolution 
doubtless would not have been adopted. 

In order to further offset the impres- 
sion against them, the Burns people 
are giving it out in an indirect way 
that this resolution will show to the 
people that the Burns side did what it 
could to hurry along balloting and 
break the deadlock, and «hat Burns is 
willing either to have more ballots 
daily or to go into caucus. But public 
opinion will not be fooled, for with the 
minority and a majority of the majority 
against Burns, it is evident that the 
latter’s goose is cooked and he himself 
is a dead duck without any right to 
say what he wants. 

One of the Democratic members said 
that, while it was a> difficult matter 
to get one of the minority to say he 
would vote for a Republican, he knew 
that some of them would vote that way 
if it became necessary for them to as- 
sist in beating Burns. 

GREEN CONTEMPT CASE. 

At the afternoon session the Lardner 
resolution to require the Investigating 
Committee to report its expenditures, 
after which it was to be discharged, 
was not presented. Instead a certifi- 
eate from Dr. Hatch saying that 
Green’s appearance would retard 
speedy recovery from his illness was 
read. 

Works of San Diego asked a continu- 
ance of thirty minutes in regard to the 
contempt matter, and on Valentine 
asking him what that was for, he an- 
swered that a communication from 
Green was on the way to the Assembly. 

The continuance was granted. At the 
expiration of that time Works stated 
that Green had promised to appear at 


the bar of the House tomorrow morning 


or send a statement which would set- 
tle the case. He therefore asked a con- 
tinuance until 11 o’clock tomorrow, and 
the motion being seconded by Dibble, 
it was adopted without dissent. 

Tonight it is said on good authority 
that Green will send a statement to 
Speaker Anderson tomorrow, setting 
forth that there was no intention on 
his part of holding the Assembly or the 
Investigating Committee in contempt. 
He does not wish ¢o disobey the man- 
date of the House, but since he has 
answered certain questions of the com- 
mittee on the same line and the com- 
mittee found that no improper use of 
money had been made, but on the con- 
trary that the money had been ex- 
pended through county committees, or 
prominent Republicans, it would sub- 
serve no good end to answer the ques- 
tions now propounded, and as a man of 
honor he must decline to do'so. 

WON’T ANSWER QUESTIONS. 

Inasmuch as all factions are  con- 
cerned in what Green might say, were 
he to testify, and also because of ap- 
prehension that a lot more of needless 
and fruitless investigation might fol- 
low what disclosures he might make, 
to the further detriment of legislation, 
it is believed that all save a_ few 
minority members and some Bulla and 
Burns Republicans will realize the fact, 
as Green’s statement may contend, 
that it would subserve no good pur- 
pose to reopen the investigation, and 
that the Assembly will vote to accept 
his statement and purge him of con- 
tempt, after which, opinion is, a mo- 
tion to discharge 
Committee will be in order. But should 
the House refuse to accept Green’s 
disavowal of wrongdoing, and his sug- 
gestion that what he could say would 
furnish no ground for indictments by 
the committee, it is believed he will de- 
cline to answer questions, even if he 
shall be ordered to jail.

A QUESTION OF PIE. 
A Burns man said tonight that one 


reason why Burns would not unite 
with Grant is that the latter has no 
patronage at his disposal with which 
to appease the colonel’s’ hungry fol- 
lowers were Burns to combine with the 
San Diegan, and that Grant's own sup- 
porters would get all the Federal ap- 
pointments the San Diegan could con- 
trol. if he were elected. He believed 
that Perkins would yet pull away 
from Grant, and urge the latter to get 
out of the fight, though he admitted 
it would be to Perkins’s advantage to 
let the deadlock continue to the end of 
the session, for if no Senator were 
chosen, Perkins, as the sole representa- 
tive from California in the upper house, 
would for two years more have the ear 
of the administration in regard to mat- 
ters affecting the Coast.

He asserted 
that the winner would be Burns or a 
dark horse whom Burns would name.

A BURNS CANARD. 

Assemblyman Cobb of San Francisco 
Was quoted at large in the Call this 
morning to the effect that Grant, in 
conversation avith him, had said that 
none of the “little lightning-rod men” 
ought to succeed; that Burns had been 
acting in a gentlemanly manner and if 
he (Grant) could not win, he hoped 
Burns would. It is unnecessary to 
State that Cobb is a Burns man. When 
Grant’s attention was called to the al- 
leged interview he said: 

“I really have no recollection of any 
such talk with Mr. Cobb. I have, how- 
ever, talked with him quite frequently, 
both here in my headquarters and in 
other places, as we might happen to 
meet. I don’t remember ever express- 
ing a hope that Mr. Burns avould win, 
if I did not. What I have said at va- 
rious times, is this, and I think so still: 
That the Senatorial contest is between 
Mr. Burns and myself. I have nothing 
to say about other candidates.”’ 

Barnes is said to be holding on in 
the hope that, by a show of friéndliness 
for Grant, if the latter cannot win, his 
followers will vote for the general.

LEGISLATIVE MILL. 


Proposed Change in Agricultural 
Districts—New Bills Introduced. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A bill was introduced in 
the Senate today by Langford, which 
is likely to produce great opposition 
on the part of agricultural district di- 
rectors. It reduces the forty-six ~ dis- 
tricts to eleven, and appropriates for 
their benefit an aggregate of about $80,- 
000, as against over $100,000 two years 
azo. which latter appropriation was 
knocked out by Gov. Budd. The pres- 
ent bill was drawn to meet the economi- 
cal views of Gov. Gage, and was given 
to Senator Langford to introduce. The 
new districts proposed by the bill are 

as follows: 

First district—Del Norte and Hum- 
boaldt counties; second, Mendocino, 
Lake, Sonoma and Marin; third, Trin- 
ity, Tehama, Shasta and Siskyou; 
fourth, Modoc, Lassen, Plumas, Sierra, 
Nevada, Butte, Sutter, Yuba and 
Placer; fifth, Napa, Solano, Colusa, 
Glenn and Yolo; sixth, Sacramento, San 
Joaquin, Amador, Calaveras, El Dorado, 


Stanislaus, Contra Costa, Tuolomne and 


Mariposa; seventh, Merced, Fresno, 
Madera, Kings, Tulare and Kern; 
eighth, Alameda, San Francisco, Santa 
Clara. Santa Cruz, San Benito, Mon- 
terey. San Luis Obispo and San Mateo; 
ninth, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los 
Angeles, Orange, Riverside and San 
Bernardino; tenth, San Diego; eleventh, 
Alpine, Mono and Inyo. Fairs are to 
be held at the leading cities in each 
district. 

Assemblyman Barry introduced today 
a bill that has been coming here for 
many years, being an enabling act to 
allow certain contractors or their as- 
signees to recover something like $2,- 
000.000 in claims for street work done | 
in San Francisco, almost beyond 
memory of the present’ generation. 
Barry’s bill discloses no trace of this, 
and is a new form of the old bill, ad- 
ding as it does a new section to the 
Civi) Code, to the effect that whenever 
any person shall have heretofore or 
hereafter entered into any contractor 
agreement with any municipal cor- 
porations for street improvements, the 
expense, value or contract price of 
which was to be a lien, shall be con- 
strued to be such by the courts, and a 
person unable to collect the contract 
price shall have cause of action against 
the municipality to recover the same, 
with interest, and in such actions pro- 
visions of title 2 of part 2 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure shall not apply. 
About two years ago the Supreme Court 
knocked out these claims on test cases 
by Maj. Conlon, the court’s decision 
being rendered under that part of the 
code which the bill would now knock 
out. 

Conrey of Los Angeles made a lengthy 
speech in support, and in explanation 
of the committee amendments to the 
bill, which practically disorganizes the 
State. Normal schools, which bill 
Arnerich introduced. He said he could 
not agree to every Legislature disor- 
ganizing the schools. The committee 
amendments were voted down, but as 
Valentine desired to offer a couple of 
amendments, the bill went over.

TWO MILD SENSATIONS, 


Shortridge’s Scheme Fell Flat—Mr. 
Green’s Grilling—Bills, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT) ...- 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 6.—Senator 
Shortridge succeeded in creating a 
sensation this noon immediately after 
the joint ballot for United States Sen- 
ator had been taken. Dibble had 
moved to adjourn, when the Senator | 


from Santa Clara took the floor ina | 
asked permission to introduce a resolu- 
tion. Dibble accordingly withdrew his 
motion. 


Shortridge’s resolution was to the ef- 
fect that: henceforth the joint assembly 
shall remain in session and vote for a 
Senator from 12 to 3 p.m. each day. 
Shortridge, in speaking in favor of his 
resolution, insisted that the people of 
California are becoming restless, and 
that it is high time something be done 
to secure the election of a Senator. 
The matter should, Shortridge said, be 
fought in a Republican caucus in the 
good old way, but since it had not been, 
he believed in balloting till those in- 
terested became tired of the situation 
= would be content to bring it to an 
end. 

Cutter of Yuba spoke on the resolu- 
tion. With fine sarcasm he stated that 
he was glad that the member from 
Santa Clara had at last grown to see 
the wisdom of party caucuses. Four 
and two years ago the Santa Clara 
delegates had refused to go into cau- 
cus. Now they were anxious to do so. 
He (Cutter) for one, refused now to go 
into caucus. He could not see the wis- 
dom of it any more than the represent- 
atives from Santa Clara had four and 
two years ago. He did not believe un- 
der the circumstances in going into a 
caucus and voting in secret for a man 
whom they would not dare to vote for 
in the open. 

“We don’t propose to go into caucus 
this year,”’ he said in conclusion, “and 
will not be driven into it to please any 
man under heaven. The people of this 
State are not restless, and they would 
rather be represented by one Senator 
than by a man whom they do not con- 
sider fit to fill the place.” 

Bettman, a Burns Re publican, stated 
that he was ready, as always, to go 
into caucus, whether his man were de- 
feated or not. 

Mead (Dem.) created a laugh by mov- 
ing that the matter be made a special 
order for the next Republican caucus. 
Senator Davis (Rep.) shut off further 
debate by moving that the whole mat- 
ter be laid on the table. 

The motion was carried almost unan- 
imously.

GREEN WAS TOO ILL. 


The Assembly was treated to another 
mild sensation when the hour arrived, 
2:30 p.m., at which Milton J. Green was 
to have been dragged before the bar of 
the Assembly to answer to charges of 
contempt, charges some three weeks 
old now. 

Mr. Green did not appear, instead a 
certificate fromt Green’s physician, a 
certificate known by heart by the mem- 
bers of the Assembly, so often has it 
been heard, was read from the desk, 
setting forth that Mr. Green was too 
ill to appear. : 

The matter.was about to be continued 
for a day or so, but Works of San 
Diego, a friend of Grant and Green, 
asked that action be postponed for 
thirty minutes. In explanation of his 
motion, Works stated that a written 
statement from Green was on the way 
to the Capitol, and would arrive within 
the time specified. 

Works’s request was granted, but 
when the thirty minutes were up, the 
gentleman took the floor and explained 
that he would have to ask that the 
matter go over until tomorrow morning 
at 11 o'clock, as Mr. Green had not 
been able to prepare his statement. 
Works was of the opinion that Green 
will be able to appear before the As- 
nr at that time to answer for him- 
self. 

The Green affair was, accordingly, 
made a special order for tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock. 

NEWSPAPERS REMEMBERED. 

Aside from the two instances recorded 
above, the day’s session in both houses 
was dull and uninteresting. The news- 
papers, however, came in for their 
share of criticism in both branches. 

In the Senate, Fiulla rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege and caused to be read 
from the secretary’s desk a statement 
in reference to an attack made upon 
him in the Examiner, on Saturday last. 
The Examiner had represented that 
Bulla was responsible for the defeat of 
a bill which, in its original form, ap- 
propriated $30,000 for an expert investi- 
gation of the books of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company.

The record, he said, supported 
him in these statements. 

Valentine followed Bulla’s example in 
the Assembly. He as a matter of priv- 
ilege claimed the attention of the As- 
sembly for a moment, in which: he de- 
nounced as false a statement published 
in the San Francisco Chronicle to the 
effect that he is a candidate for a posi- 
tion as one of the Paris . Exposition 
Commissioners. 

LIQUORS CONDEMNED. 

Melick introduced a reselution in the

ENGINE-MAKING COMBINE. 


Will Include All the Great Con- 
cerns in This Country. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The Times 
says that the transfer of the Corliss 
steam engine works at Providence, R. 
I., to a syndicate of capitalists was 
a 
combination that will take in all the 
great engine-making concerns in this 
country. The Corliss works were not, 
however, secured directly by the Air 
Power Company, as stated, although 
several members of the latter are in- 
terested in the new venture, and the 
Air Power Company may join the new 
combination. J. H. Hoadley said that 
the syndicate which purchased the Cor- 
tiss works is composed of several bank- 
ers and business men in this _ city, 
Boston and Philadelphia, and that the 
Cramps hold the largest interest in it. 
He admitted that both Richard Croker 
and himself were largely interested in 
the venture. 

“The property was bought outright,” 
said he. “the mortgage of the Corliss 
heirs was cleared and they have noth- 
ing more to do with the works. The 
acquisition of the latter represents an 
investment of about $1,600,000. The deal 
is the: commencement of a combination 
of the steam engine builders through- 
out the United States. There = are 
twelve concerns which, by combining, 
can control the engine-making business 
in this country, and to a large extent 
abroad also. Of these,’ eight have al- 
ready practically agreed to join, and 
it therefore does not make very much 
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difference whether the others join or

They brought artillery into action at 
Galingalan at 10:30, but only one gun 
annoyed the Americans to any ap- 
preciable extent, a howitzer on the 
road beyond Santa Mesa. The Third 
Artillery silenced the Galingalan bat- 
tery by firing two guns simultaneously, 
which were followed immediately by 
volleys from the American infantry. 

At about midnight there was a lull 
in the firing, lasting until about 3:45 
a.m., when the whole Filipino line re- 
opened fire. 


WARSHIPS OPEN UP. 


The Americans poured a terrific fire 
into the darkness for twenty minutes 
and then there was another lull until 
daylight, when the Americans gener- 
ally advanced. During the night, in re- 
sponse to Admiral Dewey’s § signals, 
flashed across from Cavite, the United 
States cruiser Charleston and the gun- 
boat Concord, stationed at Malabon, 
poured a deadly fire from their second- 
ary batteries into the Filipino trenches 
at Caloacan. 

After daylight the United States 
double-turreted . sea-going monitor 
Monadnock opened fire off Malate and 
kept shelling the Filipinos’ left flank, 
while the other vessels shelled the right 
flank for several hours. 

By 1 o’clock the Americans had ap- 
parently completely routed the enemy 
and had taken the villages of Palaw- 
pong, Santa Mesa, Paco, Santa Ana, 
San Pedro, Macorte, Pondocan and 
Pasai, had destroyed hundreds of na- 
tive huts and had secured possession 
of the water main reservoir, a distance 
of over six miles. The Tennesseans 
joined the firing line at 10 o’clock on 
Sunday morning and assisted in cap- 
turing Santa Mesa. 

BRAVE CALIFORNIANS. 

One of the most notable events of 
Sunday’s work was driving the Fili- 
pinos out of their stronghold at Paco 
by. the reserve, a few companies of 
Californians commanded by Col. Du- 
boie. The main road to the village 
was lined by native huts full of Fili- 
pino sharpshooters. After they had 
been firing upon Gen. King and his 
staff, killing a driver and firing on an 
ambulance of the Red Cross Society, 
Col. Duboie ordered the huts to be 
cleared and burned, The Filipinos con- 
centrated in Paco church and convent, 


in the upper stories. 

A platoon of Californians, stationed 
on a neighboring bridge, maintained a 
hot fire on the Filipinos, but was un- 
able to dislodge them. In the face ofa 
terrific fusillade Col. Duboie and a few 
volunteers dashed into the church, scat- 
tered coal oil inside of it, set fire to the 
oil and retired, 

In ahe mean time Capt. Dyer’s bat- 
tery of the Sixth Artillery bombarded 
the church, dropping a dozen shells into 
the tower and roof. Co. L and part of 
Co. G of the Californians charged into 
the church, but were unable to ascend 
the single flight of steps leading to the 
story above. 

After the incendiaries had retired a 
company of the Idaho and Washington 
guards, stationed on either side of the 
building, picked off the Filipinos as 
they were smoked out. Many of the 
rebels, however, escaped into the brush 
in the rear of the church. The Ameri- 
cans captured fifty-three rebels, and 
during the fighting about the church 
twenty of the rebels were killed. 

Some 2500 women, children and non- 
combatants were allowed to enter the 
American lines after promising to go 
- the houses of friends and remain 
there, 

TERRIFIC CHARGE. 

Another intensely exciting incident

On Sunday immense crowds of people 
visifed the water front and gathered 
in the highest towers to watch the 
bombardment. There were no street 
cars or carriages to be seen and the 
streets were almost desérted. 

The Minnesotatroops, acting as police, 
searched every native, and arrested 
many of them, with the result that 
while there were several attempts to 
assassinate American officers on Satur- 
day. there were none Sunday. Abso- 
lute order was maintained. 

The flagship Clympia steamed across 
the bay Sunday, and took up a posi- 
tion near the German cruiser Irene and 


the British cruiser Narcissus, off the 
Mole. She is still there. The Ameri- 


cans are determined not to give 
Filipinos a chance to recuperate.

CRUSH THEM TO EARTH. 


Rebels to Be Pursued Relentlessly. 
Anent the Peace Treaty. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Otis will pursue Agui- 
naldo and-.his followers with a fierce 
sword. The American soldiers will not 
stop until they have beaten the Philip- 
pine insurgents to earth. Orders are to 
pursue them relentlessly. They are to 
be made powerless, their arms are to 
be taken from them and their organi- 
zation shattered. They are to be 
taugnt that they are the “white man’s 
burden,” but they must stop kicking 
and scratching before Uncle Sam will 
take them on his broad shoulders. 

This is no figure of speech, but liter- 
ally what Gen. Otis and the American 
soldiers are doing now and will con- 
tinue to do until the insurgents cease 
interfering with American plans. A 
western Cabinet Minister was asked to- 
night what the orders were for Otis. 

“He is Knocking hefl out of Agui- 
naldo,’’ he said. “‘The orders which 
Otis received several days ago are suf- 
ficiemt for this day and tomorrow, as 
well as they were for yesterday and the 
day before.” 

Gen. Corbin was asked tonight if any 
orders had been sent Otis today. He 
was just about to leave the White 
House. He hesitated .a moment and 
said: “Gen. Otis was notified today 
that the treaty has been ratified, that 
is all.”’ 

It is now considered that the Philip- 
pine Islands occupy the same relative 
position toward the United States as 
Cuba does, and a provisional govern- 
ment will be extended over them as 
rapidly as circumstances will permit. 


The insurgents will not be permitted 


to stand in the way any more than 
the Cuban army is permitted to stand 
in the way in the Queen of the Antilles. 
points were all informally dis- 
cussed in conferences at the White 
House yesterday morning. At that 
time the President explained that the 
orders outlined above had been given 
to Gen. Otis. The announcement met 
with the approval of the Cabinet Min- 
isters. It was this general understand- 
ing which enabled the Presidential call- 
ers to go forth and announce the fu- 
ture policy of the government. 

It was. given to The Times last night 
in an authorized interview with Sen- 
ator Perkins.

* JUDGMENT OF OTIS AND DEWEY. 


To That is Left the Matter of Set- 
_ tling the Trouble. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Secretary 
Alger came over to the White House 
at 12:30 o’clock and left a half hour 
later. While with the President a dis- 
patch was received from Gen. Otis, giv- 
ing a list of the castialties at the en- 
gagements yesterday and Saturday 
night. The Secretary said he did not 
interpret Admiral Dewey’s dispatch 
this morning as showing that the fight- 
ing is now in progress. 

He thought it was filed early in ¢he 
engagement and has been delayed in 
transmission. If the battle had been 


‘in progress when Gen. Otis filed his 
‘casualty dispatch this morning, he felt 


sure he would have mentioned the fact. 
Mr. Alger said further that, contrary 
to the statements made in some of the 
newspapers this morning, he had not 
sent Gen. Otis a word of instructions 
as to what he should do. 

“He is on the ground,” said the Sec- 
retary, “and it would be folly for us 
here to undertake to direct his. move- 
ments. Many battles have been lost 
by such unwise interference and we 
shall leave the matter to his and Ad- 
miral Dewey’s judgment. We have 
confidence in their discretion.” 

SURE OF MORE FIGHTING. 

Naval officials feel sure that Dewey’s 
dispatches had not been inverted and 
that there had been more fighting. Of 
the outcome they had little doubt, 
pointing out that Dewey’s guns com- 
mand «he entire city and the ap- 
proaches beyond, affording a most 
satisfactory backing for Gen. Otis’s 
operations. 

As between these varying views 
there must be taken into considera- 
tion the opinion of the Filipinos at- 
tached to the junta here to the effect 
that the attack of Saturday night was 
precipitated by the unexpected killing 
of a Filipino by an American guard and 
that the result was ¢o bring on an 
action at the weakest part of the Fili- 
pino lines. 

If this opinion is well founded, it 
would seem to be possible that the 
naval view is correct and that the Fili- 
pinos have now begun action at their 
strongest point, namely, between Ma- 
nila and Malolos, the insurgent capital, 
about fifteen miles distant from Manila,

Newspaper men and people 
drawn by curiosity, have thronged his 
room all day long, and the Filipino 
envoy has been kept busy answering 
questions ever since he finished his 
breakfast this morning. 

Agoncillo was shown the Associated 
Press dispatches concerning the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty. He read 
them with interest. The final vote in- 
terested him in particular. 

“That is not a very big majority, is 
it?” he said. But when asked to ex- 
press an opinion om the Senate’s ac- 
tion. he declined. 

The Filipino representative appar- 
ently does not recognize the action of 
the Senate today as a negative reply 
to his mission. | 

“I heard about last Saturday night’s 
affair after leaving New York’ last 
night and it surprised me greatly,’’ he 
said. “I had no idea that affairs at 
Manila had reached such a critical 
stage; in fact, I considered that they 


| 


were perhaps getting a. trifle better. But 
I had no news from the Philippines.” 

“And you expect to receive it here?” 
he was asked. 

“I do. The Washington authorities 
would not allow me to receive any cable 
message. Therefore we have come to 

ontreal, where we will be able to re- 
ceive the news we desire by cable. When 
I receive it, I expect to return to 
Washington and continue my effort to 
fulfill my mission to the United 
States. 

“As to the affair of Saturday and 
Sunday, I do not regard it as ending 
the usefulness of my mission. From the 
Associated Press dispatches, I gather 
that the fighting began unexpectedly. 
I think that the Filipinos were goaded 
to it by some act of the Americans. For 
months they have been doing their 
best to drive the Filipinos into revolt. 
Gen. Otis has sent men to search 
private residences, and the property of 
our people has been turned inside out 
in the search instituted by his orders. 
Acts like this have kept the spirits of 
the Filipinos at fever heat, and made 
such affairs as that of Saturday and 
Sunday poesible.’’ 

“A Washington dispatch states that 
you left that city because you knew 
there would be fighting at Manila on 
Saturday evening.’’ 

Agoncillo smiled broadly. 

“Oh.” he answered, “as I told you, I 
only learned of it after I left New 
York last evening from a gentleman 
who got on between New York and 
here. If my cable service was so good 
that I could learn in advance when 
there was to be any developments, I 
should be in Washington. 

“One reason why the affair of Satur- 
day surprised me, is that I had sent 
the news to my people that the people 
of the United States were favorable to 
us in our desire for indenendence. The 
more I look at it, the more I am con- 
vinced that the affair of Saturday was 
not the fault of the Filipinos.” 

“Do you consider that the fighting will 
result in securing the ratification of 
the treaty?’’ 

“I oannot say. The Filipinos, I am 
sure, did not start it. I do not say 
that the Americans did so with the in- 
tention of influencing the vote in the 
Senate. It may have started acciden- 
tally in the dark. I trust that it will 
not be as reported. I am expecting 
news from home. Until that comes, I 
know as much considering the trouble 
as any other careful newspaper reader 
and no more.” 

LEFT IN THE DARK. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Filipino 
junta here is in a state of bewilder- 
ment today. Sefior Agoncillo, its head, 
fled so hurriedly that he failed to leave 
instructions for the balance of the 
junta, and they accordingly are de- 
pendent upon word from him as well 
as hampered by the serious illness of 
one of them. Their counsel, Messrs. 
Ralston & Siddons, withdrew from any 
relations with them, and they are ac- 
cordingly now without advisers in a 
strange country, and though told they 
would not likely be arrested, they have 
a strong apprehension on that score. 

Owing to the serious illness of Dr. 
Losada, the remainder of the junta will 
remain here several days. Messrs. 
Ralston and Siddons, counsel for the 
junta. have withdrawn. 

THEY’RE WATCHING HIM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MONTREAL (Can.,) Feb. 6.—Agon- 
cillo and his secretary are being 
watched by two strangers supposed to 
be United States secret service men. 
One of them shadowed Marti, the sec- 
retary, who went out for a drive, and 
the other remained in the hotel, to 
watch Agoncillo, who busied himself 


with tearing up a number of docu- 
ments. 


BELATED CABLEGRAM,

PREPARING THB SHERIDAN. 


Almost Ready to Start for Manila. 
Troaps She Will Carry. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The work of 
preparing the army transport Sheridan 
for her long voyage to the Philippines 
goes on with unabated vigor. The gal- 
vanized-iron frames for the bunks are 
all in place, but have not had the can- 
vas laced to them yet. The Sheridan 
finished coaling last. night, and also 
received a’ good part of her ballast. It 
is said that the date for sailing is 
February 14. 

The troops that the ship will carry 
are the Twelfth Infantry, which is 
now at Fort Jefferson Barracks, St.

Lindsay have arrived to arrange for 
the reception of the regiment on the 
Sheridan.

The First Annual Horse Shaw is at 
an End, and Society Rests from 
the Long Efforts of the Car- 
nivel of Dress, 


The horse show in Los Angeles has 
closed. It is a thing of the past, and 
no more will the trumpet of ‘‘Gabriel’ 
call the horses to judgment in the big 
tan bark ring at Fiesta Park. Green's 


Rufus and Tadnole have a be- 
fore a Los Angeles public the last 
time for a while, and after today, the 
scene of a gay social success in this 
city will no longer be a tented field 
occupied by kings of the equine race, 
but a bare park, tenanted only by high 
board fences and dilapidated grand 
Stands, desolate relics of four days of 
beauty and magnificence. 

The closing day of the first annual 
horse show was not a success, in as 
far as the attendance was concerned, 
but the programme presented, like 
those which had gone before, was a 
food one. The withdrawal of the ex- 
hibits of L. V. Harkness of Pasadena 
caused some of the classes to make a 
poor appearance, but most of the 
events in which he had entries had 
been judged prior to Saturday night, 
When dissatisfaction with the awards 
nade in one of the classes caused the 
Pasadenan to shake the dust off his 
feet at the entrance of Fiesta Park, and 
with his entire stable return to his 
headquarters in the Crown City. 

Despite the fact that the closing 
dav’s attendance, including both per- 
formances, did not exceed 900 persons, 
the horse show as a whole was a suc- 
cess. both socially and financially, and - 
the management was well pleased with 
its outcome. Society turned out in 
force on every day except yesterday, 
and would doubtless have done so then 
had it not been for the cold weather. 
Members of the Horse Show Association 
are, however, gratified with the out- 
come of their efforts, and declare that 
the show was a financial success, al- 
though nota money-making invest- 
ment. 

Just before leaving Fiesta Park for 
his home last evening, President Sev- 
erance of the Horse Show Association, 
said: “I am greatly pleased with the 
outcome of the show. It is true that 
it has not been as great a success as 
we had at first hoped, but I think the 
management will at least lose noth- 
ing. The attendance today has been 
anything but good, but I blame the 
weather for that, and I am sure that 
those who have vetnured out in the cold 
have appreciated our effurts to give 
them a good exhibition. Throughout 
the show there has been only one un- 
pleasant occurrence, the dissatisfaction 
of Mr. Harkness with the judging Sat- 
urday night. Of course, we are sorry 
that this has arisen, but I feel sure 
that Mr. Harkness is mistaken, and 
that the award as announced Ly the 
judges was perfectly fair.’’ 

Secretary Wooster expressed satisfac- 
tion at the outcome of the show, and, 
although he doubted if there had been 
any profit made, he was sure that the 
backers of the project would come out 
clear. 

A good programme failed to over- 
balance frosty air last night, and the 
audience which greeted the horses at 
Fiesta Park, was even smaller than the 
one which had gathered at the after- 
noon performance. Those who did at- 
tend, however, were more than enter- 
tained with the judging of classes, 
which were equal in all respects to 
those which had been exhibited at any 
previous performance, since the open- 
ing of the show. : 

There was one feature of the pro- 
gramme last evening, which to a slight 
extent, marred th2 beauty of the per- 
formance. It was ar exhibition of 
riding by Alfred Aguirre. He led an 
alleged wild broncho into the-ring, and 
under the pretense that it had never 
been saddled, put a Mexican saddle on 
its back and mounted it, the intention 
being to give the audience an exhibition 
of riding a bucking horse. That it was 
a failure was, however, apparent from 
the start, and the audience was exceed- 
ingly quiet, although the peftformance 
of the Mexican on his alleged broncho 
was exciting in the extreme. 

The horse was anything but a buck- 
ing broncho and kicked and reared 
only when urged on by sharp spurs on 
the heels of the Mexican. That Aguirre 
is a good rider no one who witnessed 
the exhibition doubted, but that he 
treated his mount cruelly was equally 
as apparent. When the animal failed 
to buck to the. satisfaction of its rider 
under the constant use of the spur, 
Ring Master Graham offered his heavy 
whip to the Mexican. With this in- 
strument the rider beat the animal 
over the head until he had lashed it 
into a fury. 

With a wild dash the horse started 
for the south end of the ring. A crowd 
of stable boys and attendants stood 
just outside of the gate, and with one 
leap the animal cleared the five-foot 
fence and came down in their midst. 
The rider was thrown over his lorse’s 
head, and sustained a sprained wrist, 
but again mounted the animal and took 
another turn in the ring. a 

That the performance was not gra- 
ciously received by those who wit- 
nessed it was apparent when at the fin- 
ish the: faint applause which greeted 
forse and rider issued only’ the- 
crowd of attendants who had been scat- 
tered by the wild leap of the alleged 
broncho. 

Tadpole, the daring little hurdle 
jumper, opened the evening perform- 
ance, and after his exhibition three 
Mexicans entertained the audience by 
throwing their lassos at each other for 
half an hour. Assistant Fire Chief Ed 
Smith gave an exhibition of driving and 
this, with the performances by fire en- 
gine No. 5 and chemical engine No. 3, 
was roundly applauded by the specta- 
tors. The hunter class of pony jumpers 
was particularly interesting and w 
followed by an exhibition by Dixie 
Thompson: and his famous Mexican 
saddle horse which closed the evening 
programme. Prizes which had been 
awarded during the show were distrib- 
uted to the exhibitors at the close of 
the performance. 

A feature of the afternoon exhibition 
was the judging of six-in-hand driving 
through obstacles. D. . Donegan 
was awarded the first prize for excel- 
lence in managing his team,-and his 
driving was very clever.. Two of his 
horses, which were driven in this con- 
test, Cina and Lottery, are by Elec- 
tioneer, and Sarah D and Lonero were 
sired by Lottery. The illness of one 
of his team of black leaders caused Mr. 
Donegan to substitute a gray, but de- 
spite this he was very successful in 
avoiding the obstacles, 

Little Dickie Dyer rode Tadpole at 
the afternoon performance and, al- 
though thrown from‘the wily little pony - 


time after time, the boy remounted 


and finally stuck to his mount while 
it took the jumps. 

©. V. Sprague, who has acted as 
trumpeter in calling the classes during 
the four days’ show has been nick- 
named ‘“‘Gabriel.’”” He is a member of 
the Santa Catalina Band, which fur- 
nished music for the show, and has re- 
ceived many flattering compliments ror 
his trumpeting.

PREPARING TO ACT. 


Union Savings Vank Depositors are 
About to Take Steps. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN JOSE, Feb. 6.—The depositors 
who are caught by the defunct Sav- 
ings Bank are preparing to act. A 
number of prominent citizens who have 
deposits there have been circulating 
about town today in conference with 
others. As a result a meeting of de- 
positors is called for tomorrow morning 
at 10 o'clock. 


One gentleman who had nearly $2000 
on deposit at the bank, in speaking 
of the meeting called, said he could not 
yet tell just what would be done until 
the depositors got together and had a 
conference. He said, however, he was 
satisfied an attorney would be selected 
by them to look after their interests. 
He felt it safe to say that steps would 
be taken which would mean eventual 
criminal prosecution. “For myself,” 
said he, “‘ I am sure the bank has been 
looted. Other depositors whom I have 
conversed with are of the same opin- 
ion. 

“The statements filed by the bank 
with the commissioners were falsified 
in various ways, and this alone is 
enough to convict those who are guilty. 

“Besides this the bank went right 
along, receiving money on deposits, 
even in the afternoon of the day before 
they ceased to do business. Every of- 
ficer must have known of the condi- 
tion of the bank and they are liable 
under the criminal laws. I think the 
depositors will render a_ distinctive 
service to this community if they can 
aid in a vigorous prosecution.” 

So far as could be ascertained today 
the attention of the grand jury has not 
been called to the bank, buteit is 
stated positively that the inquisitional 
body will be asked to take it up for a 
thorough investigation. Street opinion 
now is that the depositors will be 
lucky if they receive 50 per cent. 


HIBERNIANS MEET. 


Special State Convention Opened 
Yesterday at San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 6.—A _ spe- 
cial State convention, Of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, met today in this 
city.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Carries Twenty Millions to Carry 
Out Treaty Obligations. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Sun- 
dry Civil Appropriation Bill compieted 
this noon by the House Committee 
on Appropriations carries $20,000,000 “‘to 
carry out the obligations of the treaty 
between the United States and Spain.” 
Outside of this the bill appropriated 

$42,027,931. 

The provision for the payment of 
$20,000,000 is as follows: For the pur- 
pose of carrying out the obligations of 
the treaty between the United States 
and Spain, concluded at Paris, on the 
10th of September, 1898, to become im- 
mediately available on the exchange of 
ratification of said treaty, $20,000,000. 

It was not until today that the com- 
mittee considered this treaty item, and 
the action now taken is without sug- 


gestion from the executive branch, and 


without any formal estimate being sub- 
mitted. The committee simply deter-. 
mined to take cognizance of the exist- 
ing conditions making the $20,000,000 
immediately available on the exchange 
of ratifications, which is a literal com- 
pliance with the treaty. 

In other respects the bill carries 
many important items, including $8,918, - 
197 for river and harbor work under 
contracts: $2,771,913 for various public 
building items. Among the buildings 


are: Helena. Mont., $129,700; Portland, 
Or., $200,000; St. Paul, $250,000; San 


Francisco, $500,000; United States peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta, Ga., $500,000. 

The following are among the river 
and harbor items in the. bill: 
Humboldt, Cal., $143,000; 
Cal., $133,000; San Pedro, Cal., 
Gray’s Harbor, Wash., $285,000. 
Alaska gets $109,000 for relief work; 
$30,000 for education, $12,000 for rein- 

deers and $12,000 for seal fisheries.

Post-mortem Held on the Nody Ves- 
terday Afternoon. 

A post-mortem examination was held 
on the remains of P. Ww. Neu, who re- 
ceived fatal injuries Saturday evening 
by the accidental overturning of Capt. 
Banning’s six-horse coach. The ex- 
amination was held at the undertak- 
ing parlors of C. D. Howry, Dr. R. 
Wernigk and Dr. H. G. Cates perform- 
ing the autopsy, which revealed that 
death was due to «he rupture of the

The inquest will be held this morning 
at 10 o’clock at Howry’s, after which 
the remains will be removed to Cun- 
ningham & O’Connor’s, No. 458 South 
Main street, and prepared for ship- 
ment to Chicago. Friends can view the 
remains from 3 o’clock this afternoon 
until 11 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
The body will be shipped East on the 
Santa Fé limited, leaving «this city at 
1:20 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 

Capt. Banning is still confined to his 
bed as a result of the bruises and se- 
vere nervous shock which he sustained

able pain from his fractured leg, and 
will be unable to be about for several 
weeks, The inflammation and swelling 
have not yet subsided sufficiently to 
put the fractured limb in splints.

ARIZONA LEGISLATURE. 


MEMBERS ARE JOLLYING SENA- 
TORS STEWART AND CLARK. 


Attempt to Secure Greater Revenue 
from Railroads—Taxing the Net 
Products of Mines—County Di- 
vision and Its Effects—Normal 
School Building. 


PHOENIX, Feb. 4.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] .The anxiety of Assem- 
blyman Adams to put himself and Ari- 
zona on record on the silver question 
has caused many a wasted hour in the 
Legislature this week. At first Mr. Ad- 
ams wanted to congratulate Senator 
Stewart on the way he had overthrown 
the cohorts of Wall street. The motion 
was wrestled with several days in the 
Assembly, but was finajly buried. Mr. 
Adams is an editor, with a newspaper 
at Jerome. where the great United 
Verde mines are located. W. A. Clark 


is the main owner of the mine and 
likewise of the town. It was therefore 
not contrary to the natural laws of 


cause and effect when Mr. Adams, on 
receipt of the. news from Montana, 
arose in his seat to offer another con- 
current resolution. It directed the 
Speaker and President to congratulate 
Senator W. A. Clark on his election, 
an election that must be construed as 
a victory for silver. Mr. Scott of Mar- 
icopa, a Republican, came into the pool 


with a substitute that congratulated 
Clark as an Arizona property owner, 
“expressing the hope that he «vould 
use his influence in the United States 
Senate on behalf of Arizona.’ the sub- 
stitute was adopted and sent to the 
council. There the twelve grave Sen- 
ators played horse with it for two days. 
Mr. Murphy of Mohave got it amended 


by the addition of Senator Stewart's 
name. Councilman Harry Carpenter 


(Rep.) of Yuma scoffingly moved to 
amend, to include a telegram of con- 
dolence to the California Legislature 
on the subject of its unhappy dead- 
lock. But the Murphy amendment was 
adopted and the resolution went back 
to the House, where it lies, not dead 
but dormant.

Two memorials have passed. One of 
them asks Congress to particularly de- 
clare invalid the bonds issued by Pima 
county in aid of the fraudulent Tucson 

‘and Globe Railway scheme; the other 
' asks the free use for grazing purposes 
_of the forest reservations of Northern 
' Arizona. 
| The county divisionists are gathering 
'in Phoenix much earlier than is usual 
in legislative sessions. Especially act- 
| ive are the members of the third house 
who are pressing the Papago County 
‘Bill. The rest of Pima county is mak- 
ing little opposition. A second scheme, 
fairly well supported, is to make Sierra 
Bonita county out of Graham and Co- 
| chise counties, swith the Courthouse at 
, Willcox. A third is for Verde county, 
-to be carved from Yavapai county, to 
linclude Jerome and the Verde Valley. 
! A fourth, as yet only whispered, is to 
cut off from Maricopa county the towns 
, of Tempe and Mesa, avith the lower 
Verde Valley, under the style of Butte 
county. 

Some one of these projects is likely 
to pass. When it does there must come 
a general readjustment of the legis- 
lative apportionment. As the system 
now is, each of the twelve counties 
gets a Councilman. Thus, in the Coun- 
cil, the counties of Maricopa, Pima and 
Yavapai, with two-thirds of the pouula- 
tion of the Territory, have only one- 
fourth of the representation. In the 
Assembly, with its taventy-four mem- 
bers, Maricopa has only four, though 
she has at least one-third of the Ter- 
ritory’s population and, one-third’ the 
taxable wealth. 

A number of bills have been intro- 
duced to regulate the liquor traffic 
and gambling, and others are known to 
be in preparation. Some of them, it is 
known, are far from obnoxious to the 
local leading spirits in these lines. For 
instance, a shhigh-license law that would 
drive out the small drinking places 
would not be unwelcome to these same 
leading spirits. On the same line a bill 
lately introduced forbidding the em- 
ployment of women in saloons is said 
to have hearty saloon indorsement; not 
on moral grounds, but on the basis of@ 
material saving in the pay roll. Sin- 
gularly enough the move to suppress 
gambling meets with opposition mainly 
from those interested in the public 
scsools, to which go all the gamb- 
ling license, collections and fines. 

The experience of Arizona with rail- 
way taxation has been much the same 
as California’s. Now the last straw 
comes in the decision of the Supreme 
Court that the Santa Fé Pacific is ex- 
empt from taxation. The Southern 
Pacific, with its bonded value of $40,000 
a mile, pays on a tax valuation of 
$6400 a mile—and pays much more per 
mile at that than any other road in 
the Territory. Several of the legis- 
lators, pondering over this question, 
have concluded that a tax on railways 
is at the best merely a delusion and a 
very inadequate way of reaching them, 
It has been concluded that the best 
way to get at railway coffers is to re- 
quire the roads to pay a license tax 
proportioned to the amount of business 


done. This scheme, if not blocked by 
some legal obstacle at present un- 
known, would beautifully cover’ the 


Santa Fé complication and might also 
bring in a revenue from roads now en- 
joying Territorial tax exemption, given 
as a bonus for their construction. 

Cotincilman Goldberg, who is. a Phoe- 
nix merchant, has also produced a sub- 
. ject interesting to railway managers 
in the shape of a freight and fares bill, 
which particularly affects local tariffs 
to the advantage of the local shipper. 
Goldberg, when a member of the As- 
sembly two years ago, introduced a 
similar measure, but it somehow never 
eame up for final action. — 

Assemblyman Parr’ has introduced 
one of the “feature’’ bills of the ges- 
sion, placing a tax of 2 per cent. on the 
net proceeds of mines and prescribing 
stringent requirements for the subrvis- 
sion by the mines to the County Super- 
visors of full information concerning 
the yield of each property. This stare- 
ment is to be submitted semi-annually. 
Any false return is to be treaded as the 
crime of perjury. The necessity for a 
law of this nature was fully set forth 
in a late issue of The Times, it being 
shown that profitable mines worth fully 
$100,000,000 are in Arizona taxed for 
only $2,000,000. A law of this kind worked 
very. well in Arizona in the early 89's, 
but was repealed in the notorious thir- 
teenth Legislature, after a very carri- 
val of debauchery and bribery The 
mining counties, with ‘assistance,’ 
have had enough votes in each sucseed- 
ing Legislature to defeat attempts to 
reimpose the tax. With the intelligent 
and active opposition of the main min- 
ing companies there is little likelihoud 
that the measure will pss this session, 
though it has: the warmest support 
from the agricultyral and grazing sec- 
tions and the indorsement of the Gov-. 
ernor, 

The Assembly has again gone on reec- 
ord in its refusal to pay the newspapers 
of Phoenix the sums usually voted for 
the publication of a daily journal of 
the legislative proceedings. This is the 
first departure made in Arizona against 
the custom, and, curiously enough, the 
Phoenix dailies commend the action 


that takes from them about $600 apiece,

close of each session.

The legislative ball Friday night was, 
as it always is, the most important so- 
cial function of the winter. Present as 
guests of the citizens of Phoenix were 
the Governor and Territorial Secretary, 
the justices of the Territorial Supreme 
Court and the members of the Legisla-

ture. The reception, at O'Neill Hall, 
was followed by the ball. The ban- 
quet, at the Hotel Adams, was a 


sumptuous affair, with an elaborate 
menu, served in the great dining-room, 
which had been beautifully decorated 
for the occasion. Atty.-Gen. C. F. 
Ainsworth was toastmaster. The more 
important after-dinner speeches were: 
By Councilman T. S. Bunch, “Our Ter- 
ritory:” by Justice M. Doan, “Should 
Judges Wear Gowns?” by Speaker H. 
Ashurst. “The Legislature; by Gov. 
N. O. Murphy. “Territorial Govern- 
ment;"’ by ex-Chief Justice A. C. Baker, 
“The Ladies.” 

The legislative bodies, practically as 
a whole, have visited the insane asy- 
lum during the past two days. The at- 
tention of the members was called par- 
ticularly to the bad condition of the 
building. It is in shocking repair and 
i¢s sanitary condition would not be 
tolerated in any incorporated city. Yet 
the bodily health of the inmates is re- 
ported excellent. Arizona has about 
the largest percentage of insanity of 
any subdivision of che Union. About 
one hundred and seventy unfortunates 
are now held under restraint, in 
crowded quarters. 

A small lobby has come from Flag- 
staff to save to that town the great 
“Reform School” building, which it is 
proposed shall be sold. The last Legis- 
lature arrangéd that the _ structure 
should be used as a branch insane asy- 
lum; now the request is that it be fin- 
ished up for a branch Normal School. 
It is reported that the Catholic Church 
is ready to purchase the building, to fit 
it as denominational academy. 

RICH GOLD STRIKE. 

PRESCOTT (Ariz..) Feb. 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] This portion A-c:zona is at 
present thrilled with excitement equaling 
that known to it when the great silver dis- 
coveries were made in the Peck district 
twenty-five years ago. The latest cause for 
agitation is a strike of gold ore on the 500- 
foot level of the Crowned King mine, in 
Bradshaw Basin, about thirty-five miles 
eouth of Prescott. A few days ago its miners 
dug into an ore chute that is producing min- 
eral such as was never before known in Ari- 
zona. Samples of the ore brought to Prescott 
are practically all gold, and the ten-inch 
“pay streak,’’ as far as developed, is de- 
clared worth fully $100,000 per ton. The 
specimens are very showy, the free gold 
having for company clesr white quartz, lead 
crystals and sulphuret crystals. The miners 
have been feverishly digging into the. ten- 
inch Golconda, but it is reported to be hold- 
ing out, without shrinkage of either width or 
values. The ore is simply being sacked for 
shipment direct to a gold refinery, peing al- 
together too valuable to handle in the ten- 
stamp mill attached to the property. 

The Crowned King mine has been Frown for 
many years as one of the best in Arizona, 
though only lately have the owners suc- 
ceeded in securing a process of economically 
reducing the ores. The ore dyke is a strong 
one, well defined in its course up the side of 
a steep hill. From the very grass roots it 
has been carrying nothing but the basest of 
iron sulphurets, averaging something over 
$30 per ton in gold. The values have stead- 
ily appreciated as depth has been secured. 
Only within a couple of years has the ore 
been treated at home, having been shipped 
direct to smelters. Lately all but the rich- 
est ore has been run through the company’s 
mill and then concentrated, the tailings be- 
ing treated in cyanide tanks. Under this 
pystem the company has been paying a reg- 
ularly monthly dividend of $12 a share. Last 
year a few extra dividends were declared. 
All along with this, a steady course of de- 
velopment has been pursued, till now the 
mine is called by experts one of the best 
‘‘opened-up’’ properties in the West. The lo- 
cation of the vein is a very favorable one 
for the miner who desires to work on theo- 
retical] lines. From the top of the hill a 
shaft has been sunk, and with this shaft 
tunnels connect from the open air, at every 
one hundred feet of depth. Thus much of 
the “ore is lowered to the mill, and the ex- 
penses of working the mine are reduced to a 
minimum. A curious feature of the strike is 
the abrupt change of the ore from the basest 
of pyrites to free gold. In this region nearly 
all gold mines are free milling on the sur- 
face, where oxidization has occurred, but 
below this the miner almost invariably en- 
counters sulphur in quantity that forbids re- 
duction of the ore:by the old-fashioned sim- 
ple stamp mill. 

The gold ores of the Bradshaw district are 
about the same in character as those found 
in the Congress mine, far to the west. Till 
the working of the Crowned King, the district 
had been notable only for its silver, which, 
especially in the mines at Tip-top and Peck, 
had been produced in almost incredible rich- 
ness. The whole region is highly mineral- 
ized, a fact that was known to men who 
braved the Apaches thirty years ago to pros- 
pect within it, and deserted shafts and tun- 
nels are to be found in almost every hill. 
These old workings now have additional in- 
terest, and preparations are being made in 
Prescott for the further development cf scores 
of them. 

An old-time miner, superintendent of the 
Tip Top mine when that property was produc- 
ing $1000 silver ore, is missing in the general 
jollification over the new strike. Tom Brown 
is dead by his own hand. He quietly wan- 
dered away among the pines and shot him- 
self through the temple. He had been con- 
nected with mining in Virginia City, in its 
palmiest days. In 1877 he came to Arizona 
to superintend the Tip Top. He later was 
superintendent of the great Vulture mine, 
northwest of Phoenix, and then was one of 
the owners in the Bonanza mine, at Harqua 
Hala, a property which afterward sold for 
$2,000,000. When Brown sold his third inter- 
est he considered himself fortunate to get 
$21,000. 

The United Verde and Pacific narrow-gauge 
railway is about to be extended from Jerome 
to the Equator mine, where extensive works 
for the reduction of the mine's rich copper 
and gold ores are to be erected. The equator 
has been in litigation for ten years over 
overlapping claim lines aud disputed water 
rizhts, but the legal kuots are now prac- 
tically untied, and development is to be com- 
menced. Capable miners now consider the 
property as valuable as even the United 
Verd

Another mining railroad is to be gon-

structed from Poland station on the Prescott 
and Eastern to the Murphy mines in Big Bug 
cistrict. Thess mines are themselves im- 
poriant enough to demand a railway, and 
are located in a section full of low-grade 
ledges that may be Worked at a profit with 
cheaper transportation facilities. At the head 
of the syndicate owning the Murphy mines 
is President Frank M. Murphy of the Santa 
Fé, Prescott and Phoenix, now in Florida 
for his h®alth. Activity on both mine and 
branch railway is expected on his return. 

Arbor day was not observed in Prescott, 
or in the plateau region of Arizona at any 
point. Here a blizzurd and snow were the 
deterrent Causes. 

Smallpox in Prescott is a thing of the past, 
and the quarantine against the city has been 
lifted by neighboring towns.

MINES TO RESUME WORK. 

GLOBE (Ariz.,) Feb. 5.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The smelting works of the Old 
Dominion Copper Company are about to re- 
after a shut-down since 
December 9, at the time of the great snow- 
storm. Sidings of the new railroad are about 
completed to the works of the Old Dominion 
Company and to tho«> of the Unit:1 Globe 
Mines Company. 

The merchants and citizens generally are 
already active in preparations to fittingly 
receive the visitors who will be present 
when the last spike is driven in the con- 
struction of the Gila Valley, Globe and 
Northern road. Especial attention will be 
given those who accompany President Gar- 
land on'‘the excursion from Los Angeles. The 
necessary committees have been selecied, 
and the day’s programme is being arranged. 

The clerk of the Board of Supervisors has 
rendered the board his statement of the 
county’s expenditures during the five quarter- 
years ending January 1. For that period the 
entire expense has been $31,2%. The main 
items of cost have been, for District Court, 
$11,007; salaries, $7218; hospital, $2906; county 
roads, $1668. 

It is probable an election will soon be held 
in Globe to determine the wishes of the tax- 
payers on the question of issuing $9000 in 
bonds in aid of the construction of a schoo'- 
house suitable for the needs of the town. 
The plang contemplate a_ building to cost 
$14,000. The trustees have already on hand 
for building purposes the sum of S990;

FEDERAL COURTS. 


Petitions in Bankruptey — Calendar 
and Motion Day. 

Cc. V. Decker of Bakersfield filed his 
petition in bankruptcy in the Circuit 
Court yesterday. He places his liabili- 
ties at $5621, and his available assets 
are represented by $75 worth of wearing 
apparel all of which is exempt. The 
debts were contracted in Mattoon, IIl., 
for books, stationery, etc., for which he 
gave sundry notes of hand with no se- 
curity. 

Charles J. Gray also filed a petition 
praying to be declared a bankrupt. His 
unliquidated debts amount to $964.05, 
unsecured, and the assets nil. 

It was the regular monthly calendar 
and motion day in the United States 
Circuit Court, and Judge Wellborn was 
engaged all day in hearing the various 
motions. The most important hearing 
was that of a petition in the case of A. 
N. Davidson et al., aganist K. A. Cal- 
kins et al.. praying for an order re- 
straining the defendants from work- 
ing certain mining claims and asking 
that the title to same be quieted in 
favor of complainants. The bill al- 
leges that the claims are worth $25 
per ton, that defendants forcibly en- 
tered upon same and have ever since 
maintained an unlawful and wrongful 
possess'on adverse to complainants. The 
plaintiffs could not convince the court 
of their right to relief, and the injunc- 
tion was denied; but complainant's at- 
torneys were given time to look up 
and present authorities to establisn 
their client’s right to the property in 
dispute.

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THE NORTH WINDS. _ 


THE SEVEREST WEATHER OF THE! 
SEASON PREVAILING. é 


Mercury Four Higher Than’ 
the Lowest Last Winter, 
the Damage, if There 
in Slight. 


and 
iw Any, 


The whole State is suffering from one 
of the most disagreeable forms of 
weather that ever comes within its bor- 
der, and that a certain degree of dam- 
age is being done in some gections 
seems certain. The cold wave, how- 
ever, is not nearly as severe as has 
been experienced in past years, and the 
record of Sunday night, in this city at 
least, was 4 deg. higher than the mini- 
mum temperature of the preceding 
Winter. As the mercury last winter 
Simply reached the point where oranges 
and lemons suffered comparatively 
slight degree of damage, it is believed 
that the difference of 4 deg. in their 
favor is sufficient to prevent any se- 
r.ous loss. This hope is increased by 
the fact that throughout Sunday night 
all over Southern California heavy 
winds prevailed, preventing the frost 
from settling, the lowest temperature 
reached in any locality prevailing for 
a very brief period, as “time is 
the essence’ of the damage, it is 
thought the temperature of the oranges 
did not have time to fall to the point 
of danger. 

From the _ official report of the 
Weather Bureau office in this city, it is 
learned that the still-air minimum tem- 
perature of Sunday night was %44 deg. 
above zero, against a minimum of 30 
deg. last winter. 

From returns received by The Times, 
it is not certain that so great a differ- 
ence exists throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia, and it will probably be two or 


a 


three davs before the exact facts can 
he -atcertained., 

Deciduous fruit is not far enough 
advanced to have suffered any damage 
of consequence, und whatever damage 
there may be, if any, is limited to the 
early varieties of peaches, of which 
the quantity grown is insignificant. 


Vegetables have in a number of cases 
suffered considerably, and prob- 
ably the heaviest losses in this direc- 
tion are in the celery fields. 

The weather of last night was prob- 
ably not greatly different from that of 
Sunday night. The temperature was 
about the same, and it is possible that 
the winds did not prevail so generally. 


THE FUSE FAILED. 


Harness-maker Wohlfarth’s Safe Eg- 
capped Being HBiown Open. 
Some time before daylight Saturday 
morning an attempt was made to blow 
open «he safe at A. Wohlfarth’s place 
of business, a harness store at No. 120 
North Los Angeles street. When 
Henry Breer, a clerk, entered the store 
Saturday morning, he discovered on 
the floor near the safe a piece of fuse 
about a foot lone. Mr. Wohlfarth ar- 
rived soon afterward and at once 
opened ahe safe, but found the cone 

tents undistufbed. 

The would-be safe-blower entered 
from the rear, breaking a pane of glass 
and unlocking the window. The crevice 
in the door of the safe was found to 
be filled with nitroglycerin. The 
person had evidently arranged to blow 
out the door of the safe while being at 
a respectful distance from the explo- 
sion himself, as a fuse was discovered 
leading from the safe out under .the 
front door of the store to the sidewalk.

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THE TREATY RATIFIFD. 

A vote was taken in the United 
States Senate yesterday afternoon, in 
actordance with previous agreement, 
on the question of ratifying the treaty 
of peace between the United States and 
Spain. The vote resulted in the rati- 
fication of the treaty by the requisite 
two-thirds vote, with a few votes to 
spare, 

This action, though too long delayed, 
will serve to clear up the situation and 
to prepare the way for a definite line 
of action as regards the Philippines. 
The ratification of the treaty in no 
wise commits our government to the 
policy of annexing the islands to the 
of 
our national domain. That question 
is a question of the future rather than 
of the present. Its decision rests with 
Congress, as the direct representative 
of the people, who are the final ar- 
biters. The people have absolute 
power to determine, through Congress, 
whether we shall hold the islands or 
let them go. But this important ques- 
tion cannot be decided until we know 
more than we know at present about 
the Philippines, the people who inhabit 
them, and the general situation of 
affairs in that part of the world. 

The ratification of the treaty merely 
“clears the decks for action,” and 
puts. our government in a position to 
do what it pleases, and what seems to 
be for the best. In the mean time, it 
is obviously a duty which we owe to 
ourselves, to the Filipinos themselves, 
and to humanity, to restore order in 
the islands, to protect property rights, 
to establish our authority, and to 
make that authority respected. This 
being done, we can consider the fu- 
ture of the islands with calmness and 
deliberation. 


There is probably not an American 


citizen, from the President to the 
humblest laborer, who desires to have 


our government oppress the Filipinos 
in any we have had® 


duties and re®ponsibilities forced upon 
us, in this matter, which we cannot 
evade, ignore, neglect, nor delegate to 
any other power. We must perforce 
discharge these duties and bear these 
responsibilities as becomes American 
citizens. 


The first essential step to the proper 
solution of the Philippine problem was 
the ratification of the Treaty of Paris. 
This is now an accomplished fact. The 
mext step is the subjugation of Agui- 
maldo and his rebel hordes. This will 
also be an accomplished fact sooner 
or later—probably in the near future. 
Afterward, our policy can be de- 
veloped as events demand or justify. 
inasmuch as we aim at no selfish ag- 
grandizement, we shall not be actuated 
-by narrow motives of self-interest in 
our dealing with these people, but we 
shall proceed upon broad, just, and 
humanitarian grounds.

As a correspondent of THE 
TmMES showed, a few days ago, this 
was an exaggeration, the fact being 
that $4000 had been paid for all the 
stock of plants of a new and particu- 
larly fine variety of the carnation fam- 
ily. Even this is a very large sum, 
and should encourage those. who are 
experimenting in new horticultural 
creations. Several sections of Los An- 
geles county, including Redondo an} 
Alhambra, are celebrated for the fine 
carnations raised there. Possibly, some 
of our growers may, before long, be 
able to produce a flower that will cb- 
tain a national reputation. 

This craze about a new carnation 
reminds one of the tulip mania, which 
prevailed in Holland about two hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. Tulip bulbs 
were then held at almost fabulouc 
sums; one was sold for 13,000 florins 
and three bulbs together brought 3.,- 
000 florins. The value of the florin 
is now put at about 48 cents, Ameri- 
can money, but it must be rememberei 
that 250 years ago money was much 
scarcer and dearer, and represenie 
more in value, than it does now. 


Probably, as compared with other 
commodities, a florin then was more 
than a dollar would be now. The. 
craze in Holland lasted three years 
from 1634 to 1637, and at its close 
those who held tulip bulbs in larg. 
amounts lost heavily.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
Interesting Papers on Early Days 
in Los Angeles. 

The Historical Society met at the 
residence of Mrs. J. C. Dunlap, No. 
2634 Vermont avenue, and President 
Yerex gave a brief review of the work 
of the society. H. D. Barrows read a 
paper on Ygnacio del Valle, the former 
owner of the Camulos Rancho. The 
Camulos is supposed to be the scene 
of Helen Hunt Jackson’s ‘“‘Ramona.” 
Del Valle was born in Mexico, and 
came to California in 1825. 


J. M. Gunn read a paper entitled 
“The Most Illustrious Ayuntamiento, or 
the Municipal Council of Old Los An- 
geles.” The jurisdiction of the ayunta- 
miento included not only Los Angeles, 
but all the country south to San Juan 
Capistrano, and north to San Fernando 
and eastward to the San Bernardino 
Mountains. It not only performed the 
duties of a council, but also those of a 
board of health, board of education. 
police commission and about all that 
pertained to the government of the 
town. The old council was severe on 
idlers, and ifatramp could not find a 
job, he was given compulsory work. 
Occasionally a census of the vagabonds 
was taken. One round-up showed 
twenty-two—‘“eight genuine vagabonds 
and fourteen ordinary ones.’ In times 
of smallpox scares the council acted as 
a board of health, as there were no doc- 
tors in the pueblo. One regulation re- 
quired the people to refrain from eat- 
ing peppers and spices that stimulate 
the blood, and another required all in 
good health “‘to bathe and cleanse tuem- 
selves once in eight days.” A guard 
who could read was required to read 
the council’s regulations at the door 
of every house in town. There were 
no newspapers then. The office of 
regidor or councilman south the man, 
not the man the office. He gave a 
-humorous account of the efforts of 
Regidor Pantoja to resign. The office 
had caught him and would not let go. 
There was no pay in the office, and a 
fine of $3 if the councilman was absent 
from a meeting. The regidores regu- 
lated the social functions of the pueblo. 
No one could give a dance or serenade 
his lady love without a license. The 
last meeting of the ayuntamiento was 
held July 4, 1846. Three days later the 
Stars and Stripes were floating over the 
capital, and the ayuntamiento was a 
thing of the past.

GORGED WITH BANKERS’ MONEY 


London Reported as Rich in Credit 
Though Poor in Cash. 
{A PP. BARLY MORNING RNEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The Times’ 
London finu’ cial correspondent 

“No sooner have ae got a 3-per-cent. 
bank rate than we begin to talk of 2% 
per cent., there can be no question that 
we are gorged with bankers’ money, 
and are rich in credit though poor in 
cash. It is al your fault. First you 
sold us at high prices unusual quan- 
tities of food and then, instead of tak- 
ing cash as payment, you kindly bought 
from us your own securities, with the 
result that we seem richer than ever, 
even after paying your bill, probably 
on the balance between exports and im- 
ports of £40,000,000 which is much 
larger than the average of recent 
years. 

“The chairman of one of our great- 
est city banks the other day estimated 
the income of the nation from foreign 
investments to be less by £5,000,000 
now than it was a year ago, solely be- 
cause of the splendid vigor with which 
you had bought your own railroad se- 
curities formerly held ‘here. ‘This is an 
exaggeration because for the first few 
months we sold only non-dividend 
paying securities. But now America is 
taking away our Pennsylvania, New 
York Centrals, etc., in tens of thou- 
sands a week and we are becoming 
poorer in revenue with every month 
that passes. 

“But many individuals are richer in 
free capital through the selling. There- 
fore, we are getting more and more 
into the mood for a colossal gamble. 
That gamble is already in full swing, 
but not in your railroad securities. The 
Kaffir magnates have forestajled Wall 
street and our simpletons are selling 
Americans to buy South African shares. 
Paris is doing likewise, although it 
would fain take a hand in your rail- 
road stocks if it knew how. 

“The copper gamble has brought the 
Bourse and the American market into 
more intimate contact than ever be- 
fore. That may be the only good re- 
sult this gamble will yield.,Past ex- 
perience has taught us to look for a 
smash as the end of every attempt 
to corner the supply of this metal be- 
cause it is one of the commonest and 
most easily mined in theworld, and 
because the manufacturers always fall 
back as much as possible on scrap cop- 
per when the new supplies are re- 
stricted. They will rake the world for 
scraps rather than buy of a monop- 
olist. So our speculating public is 
taking its shares in this copper hoist. 
Those avho hold Rio Tintos, Anacondas, 
and Cape copper shares are likely to 
sell out and thus both the metal and 
the shares find their way more 
and more into the hands  0of 
the wealthy few controlling the ma- 
neuver. 

“The cool heads of our Stock Ex- 
change are already beginning to look 
around for a Paris bank or two to 
smash, and when that event occurs it 
may bring revolution in its train. 
What avill happen to the American 
people then we cannot yet attempt to 
guess, but our minds are fully made 
up that losses to be ultimately realized 
on the copper ‘ring’ are bound to be 
stupendous on both sides of the At- 
lantic. The same question is held 
about tin, but that is a comparatively 
small affair and a mere corollary to the 
bigger gamble.”’

BRYAN NOT SURPRISED. 


Says Ratification Will not End Anti- 
Annexation Fight. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Feb. 6.—William 
J. Bryan expressed no surprise over 
the ratification of the peace treaty, and 
commented briefly on the matter. 
When the Associated Press correspond- 
ent asked him if the ratification of the 
treaty would end the fight against the 
annexation of the Philippines, he said: 

“Not by any means. While many 
have thought that the fight should be 
made against the treaty, I have felt 
that the real fight is to be made for a 
resolution declaring the national policy. 
The opposition to the treaty has served 
a useful purpose, and the opponents 
of the ratification made a gallant fight, 
but there was never any chance of de- 
feating ratification. 

“Now that the treaty is out of the 
way, it can be treated as a domestic 
question, and the lines drawn between 
those who believe in forcible annexa- 
tion and those who believe that the 
Filipinos should be allowed to govern 
themselves. I have not lost faith in 
the doctrine of self-government, and 
believe that the people will repudiate 
the imperialistic policy.”

Only the formal dismissai of the in- 


junction proceedings by which the 
Third-street tunnel work is now tied 
up remains before the actual work on 
the tunnel will be commenced, and this 
action will betaken this week. The Coun- 
cil yesterday approved the City Attor- 
ney’sactioninentering into a stipulation 
that has satisfied the proOperty-owners, 
and which will result in a dismissal of 
the injunction. Under the terms of the 
compromise, the property-Owners waive 
all claims for damages on account of 
the construction of the tunnel 

The City Council has authorized 
Mayor Eaton to represent the city at 
a meeting of the League of California 
Municipalities to be held at Sacra- 
mento on February 14, for the purpose 
of suggesting legislation which will be 
of benefit to the cities of the State 

No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday There were the usual num- 
ber of suspected cases reported, but not 
a case of the real disease was found. 
The business done at the free vaccina- 
tion booths was the largest for any 
day since the stations were opened. 

The city scored an important point 
in the water arbitration yesterday. 
The water company’s chief witness, 
who had been brought from Kansas 
City to testify, was confused by the 
city’s attorneys until he was given un- 
til this morning to prepare his an- 
swers to certain propositions laid down 
by the city’s side of the controversy. 

The contract soon to be let for the 
removal of dead animals from _ the 
streets is to be like the present con- 
tract. After investigation the members 
of the Council decided that the plan 
of cremating the animals is no better 
than the present one. 

Another oil ordinance for the protec- 
tion of the Westlake Park district from 
the oil industry has been presented, 
this time by the representative of 
those who were opposing the ordinance 
recently adopted by the Council. It is 
similar to the present ordinance, but 
the district in which oil-well drilling 
and oil-pumping prohibited is 
changed. 

The matter of the selection of the 
two engine-house sites which are yet 
to be chosen has been postponed until 
the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil. 

The sensational event of the Hunter 
trial took place yesterday, when Miss 
Anna Bibby, the Arizona witness, testi- 
fied. So far a calm composure was 
concerned, she made an admirable wit- 
ness, but whether her facts will stand 
the onslaught made by the witnesses 
by the defense remains to be seen. 
However, in this case, as in the Clark 
case, which is a twin to it, a vast 
number of isolated circumstances hav- 
ing to be considered together, and the 
reasonableness of the testimony given 
and the credibility of the witnesses 
themselves taken into consideration. 

A rather odd little suit was begun 
yesterday by Miss. Lilian Cochems 
against Mrs. Dion Romandy, to re- 
cover the manuscript of the song, “The 
Only Real Thing in the Town,” and the 
court is asked to issue a restraining 
order to prevent Mrs. Romandy from 
mutilating or disposing of this bit of 
property. 

Miss Magdalena Chavez yesterday 
swore to a complaint charging Pedro 
Montafio, a resident of Lemon, with 
seduction under promise of marriage. 
A warrant for the arrest of the de- 
fendant was issued from the Township 
Court. 

An opinion was handed down by 
Judge Trask yesterday, in which he 
absolved Gregory Perkins, Jr., from 
contempt in the Kolm insolvency mat- 
ter. but holds that he must now pay 
over the money he holds to Herman 
and Bertha Kolm. 

M. H. Sherman yesterday filed his 
answer to the suit brought against him 
by the Pacific Bank, and by way of 
counter-claim charges that the bank 
is indebted to him to the extent of 
$5000 for services rendere.

TUNNEL INJUNCTION SUIT WILL 
NOW BE DISMISSED. 


Busy Sessions of the City Council, 
No Smallpox Cases Developed 


Since Saturday—City Scores a 
Point Before the Water Arbi- 
trators. 


The Council Chamber was the most 
uncomfortable room.in the City Hall 
yesterday morning and when the time 
for the regular meeting of the Council 
arrived, there had been no prepara- 
tions made whatever for making the 
coom comfortable, although it was the 
coldest morning of the season. The 
members had to keep on their oOver- 
coats during the first part of the ses- 
sion, and the policeman in attend- 
ance was kept busy closing the doors 
that some careless newcomer would 
leave open. Councilman Vetter was 
not the only member who did not like 
this condition of affairs, but he was the 
only one to call the attention of the 
Council to it. Toward the end of the 
session, after the several members had 
sat there for more than an hour, some 
of them with their teeth chattering, 
Mr. Vetter asked that some provision 
pe made to warm the place at the aft- 
ernoon session. President Silver di- 
rected Deputy Clerk Haskins to order 
the custodian to make the room com- 
vortable. 

Mayor Eaton sent to the Council a 
sommunication he had received from 
he League of California Municipalities, 
asking that the city be represented at 
a meeting of that organization to be 
held at Sacramento February 14. The 
purpose of the meeting is to suggest 
to the Legislature such legislation as 
will be of benefit directly to all the 
municipalities of the State. Council- 
man Vetter moved that the Mayor he 
‘equested to attend the meeting as the 
‘epresentative of Los Angeles, and to 


act im that capacity In any manner 


that he deemed advisable with refer- 
mce to the measures which will! be 
sonsidered. The motion was adopted. 
The communication from Abbot Kin- 


ney, president of the Southern Califor- | 


nia Académy of Sciences, avith refer- 
ence to the necessity for the erection 


of a new library building and sug- 
gesting that the school property. on 
Spring street near Sixth be used for 
that purpose, was also presented to 
the Council by the Mayor. After it 


had been read it was referred to the 
Board of Bducaion,. 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 
Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney were a number of 


ordinances, the preparation of which 


had been ordered by the Council. 
Among them were ordinances granting 
oil companies the right to maintain ol 
pumping,-eables across public streets. 


The ordinance which, because of an er- 
ror in description of property, had been 


vetoed by the Mayor, was returned by 
the attorney with the necessary cor- 
rections. Councilman Blanchard called 
attention to the fact that as this ordi- 
n@nce provides for the sale of certain 
city lands and as there are other sales 
about to be made it would be advis- 
able to include all the sales in the one 
ordinance. He therefore asked that 
the ordinance be returned to the at- 
torney to have the new sales included 
in it. It was so returned. The ordi- 


hnances making the changes in the list 
of deputies in the street department 
ordered a week ago, placing all of the 
street sprinkling and sweeping under 
the control of the Street Superintend- 
ent, and changing certain of the sal- 
aries of his department, avas adopted. 
An ordinance accepting a lot on Pico 
Street as an engine house site was also 
adopted. 

With reference to the proposed com- 
promise of the litigation growing out 
of the construction of the Third-street 
tunnel, the City Attorney reported as 
follows: 

“A stipulation in writing having been 
entered into in the case of William Fer- 
guson vs. the City Council of the city 
of Los Angeles et al., for the adjust- 
ment of the difference between said 
Ferguson and said city, provided in 
Said stipulation, that said William Fer- 
guson will dismiss said action upon the 
final passage of the ordinance establish- 
ing the grade of Third street between 
Hill street and a point just west of 
Clay street, and upon receiving assur- 
ances of the city authorities. that a 
sidewalk and roadway will be con- 
Structed on the south side of said Third 
street in conformity with the grade 
established in said ordinance without 
“expense to said William Ferguson be- 
fore or at the time of the completion 
of Said tunnel, and that said Ferguson 
will, thereupon, waive all damages that 
may result to his property by reason 
of such establishment of grade, and by 
reason of his right of access to his 
property being cut off, and will dismiss 
the above entitled action, and the spec- 
ifications for the construction of said 
tunnel now providing for a road, was 
on one side of said street and a side- 
walk on the other, and no provision 
being made for a sidewalk on the same 
side of said street. As to said road- 
way, I would recommend that the City 
Engineer be directed to make an esti- 
mate of the probable cost of construct- 
ing a cement sidewalk six feet in width 
on the southerly side of Third sireet 
between Clay street and Hill street, on 
the front of the property of said Fer- 
guson on the grade provided for in the 
ordinance of intention fixing said grade 
heretofore passed by you, und that 
when such estimate is made, by said en- 
gineer, the necessary steps be taken 
for the construction of said sidewalk 
by the city to be paid out of such funds 
as may be applicable to the same, as I 
deem this to be the most economical 
and expeditious way of proceeding 
with the construction of said work.” 

Some question arose as to whether 
this method of settling the injunction 
proceedings the city would not have to 
pay for the construction of the sidewalk 
proposed. City Attorney Haas stated 
that the city would have to pay for the 
sidewalk, but he considered that that 
would be a very easy way out of the 
difficulty, inasmuch as the cost to the 
city would be many times that of the 
sidewalk, if the case was not settled, 
because there would be additional costs 
in courts, damages to pay and no end 
of litigation, which would greatly de- 
lay the work. On this explanation the 
report was adopted, and the conditions 
of the stipulation will be carried out 
by the city. This will result in the im- 
mediate dismissal of the injunction 
proceedings. 

The City Attorney also reported that 
in the case of Lucy J. Harvey vs. the 
city of Los Angeles, in the Superior 
Court, a stipulation in writing had been 
entered into between the attorneys for 
the plaintiff, and the attorney for the 
city for the dismissal of said action, 
and the compromise and settlement of 
all demands of Lucy J. Harvey fur the 
grading or making of a cut on Qive 
street in front of the property of Mrs. 
Harvey for $600, to be paid to her with- 
out admitting any liability therefor on 
the part of the city. The matter is now 
in a condition to be closed, and the 
dismissal will be entered upon payment 
of $60¢. 

This settlement of the case had been 
ordered by the Council at its last meet- 
ing, and the payment of the $600 had 
been arranged for. Later in the ses- 
sion the demand in favor of Mrs. Har- 
vey for that amount was approved, and 
the payment will be made at once, 

City Attorney Haas informed the 
Council that he had been informed that 
suit for damages had been «brought 
against the Chief of Police by W. S&S. 
Skinner for alleged false imprisonment, 
and a request had been made that the 
City Attorney assist the defense of that 
case. He did not desire to take action 
in the matter without the aythority of 
the Council, as it would involve the ex- 
penditure of funds. The Council in- 
structed him to assist in the defense cf 
the case. 
CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer to, the Council were 
the following ordinances for street 
work. all of which were adopted un- 
der a suspension of the rules: Ordi- 
nance granting to property-owrfers 
permission to grade and gravel Bud- 
long avenue between Twenty-second 
and Adams streets with the natural 
gravel of the street; ordinance for the 
construction of a cement sidewalk on 
the north side of Pasadena avenue, be- 
tween Avenue 18 and Avenue 25, ordi- 
nance of intention to establish the gerade 
of Park Grove avenue, between Twen- 
ty-third street and St. James Park; or- 
dinance of intention to establish the 
grade of Stanley avenue, from San, Pe- 
dro street to the south city boundary. 

Oil Inspector Moniux reported the 
collection during January of $457 as 
license from the oil producers, the col- 
lections being on 457 wells, at $L each. 
He also made a report of the number 
of derricks taken down, sump holes 
filled. und other work in the oil fields. 
The financial portion of his report was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

The pay rolls of the several city de- 
partments for the month of January 
were approved. That of the street de- 
partment showed that during the month 
$981.50 had been paid for street sweep- 
ing by hand. The pay rol! of the City 


Esngineer’s department amounted to 
$1819.08: the park department to 


$3481.19. and the police department to 
$8786.45. 

Among the demands approved 
recommendation of the Finance 
mittee was that of Herman Boettcher 
for $10.000 for payment of the new 
Sixth Ward park site. This demand 
will be paid from the money received 
from the sale of park bonds, and with 
its payment the st over the park 
site in that ward will be finally  set- 
tled. 

The Supply Committee reported ap- 
proving a greater number of requisi- 
tions than has been presented by that 
committee in many months. It was 
noticed that some of these requisitions 
were for services rendered in Novem- 
ber. Most of these delayed requisitions 
were from the City Engineer’s depart- 
ment. President. Silver called attention) 


on 
Com- 


to the necessity for having the requisgi- 


tions presented promptly. Councilman 
Vetter explained that the fault was 
not due either to the committee or to 
the engineer, the delayed requisitions 
having been found in the engineer's of- 
fice. and when it was learned that they 
had never regularly passed the Council 
it was decided to present them and 
recommend their approval. All of the 
requisitions were approved. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
the City Clerk was directed to notify 
the Los Angeles Electric Gompany to 
furnish another bondsman on its bond 
With the city, to take the place of the 
late George Bonebrake. Yesterday the 
company filed a supplemental bond, on 
Which the names of J. M. Elliott and 
W. C. Patterson appeared as sureties, 
The bond was approved. 

Anticipating a contest over the ap- 
proval of the report of the Board of 
Public Works and Board of Fire Com- 
missioners as to the two engine-house 
sites that had been considered by those 
beards at their meeting Friday, A 
large number of property-owners as- 
sembled in the lobby. Councilman 
Toll. to whose attention the matter 
was called, surgested that the hearing 
be made a special order for 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. His suggestion was 
adopted, and the crowd in the lobby 
withdrew. 

Councilman Pierce moved that the 
City Engineer be requested to report 
on the condition of the levees along the 
Los Angeles River, from Buena Vista 
street south, and to state in his report 
the probable effect of high water upon 
them. The motion was adopted. 


A long petition signed by the  resi- 


dents of the small towns north of the 
city. which are reached via the San 
Fernando road, was presented. ‘These 


people complain of the presence along 
that road of several fertilizer works 
and the communication states that per- 
sons traveling along the road fre- 
quently meet wagconloads of dead horses 
and other animals. They ask that the 
hauling of carcasses along that road be 
prohibited, except between the hours 
of 109 p.m., and 4 a.m., and that the 
fertilizer establishments he removed. 
The communication was referred to the 
Board of Health. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE'S 

The objection of the police depart- 
ment to being charged with the ex- 
penses incident to the establishment of 
quarantine regulations, has been sus- 
tained bv the Council. The Finance 
Committee reported recommending that 
the quarantine expenses be charged to 
the health department, and that the 
Citv Auditor be instructed to make 
such cross-entries uvon his books as 
may be necessary to credit the police 
department with what ‘has been ex- 
pended on this account. The report was 
adopted. The expense includes the pay- 
ment of such ocfficers as have heen 
guarding houses in savhich smallvox has 
developed. 
On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee the repom of the Highland 
Water Company was referred to the 
Water Supply Committee. 

The Finance Committee also recom- 
mended that the Street Superintendent 
be instructed to notify the Council 
of the assessments delinquent or 
otherwise which may appear upon the 
records of his office against any city 
property. This recommendation was 
made in order that notice may be had 
in time to p&yent the issuance of 
bonds for street work and also prevent 
incurring penalties for non-payment of 
assessments when due. 

The claim of Robert Elliott for $100 
against the city for damage to his 
property at the southeast corner of 
Court and Olive streets by reason of 
a change of grade and the destruction 
of a retaining wall was allowed on 
recommendation of the Finance’Com- 
mittee. The payment of this amount 
is a full settlement of all claims against 
the city on account of that change of 
grade. 

The Los Angeles County Medioal As- 
sociation at its last meeting adopted a 
resolution approving the action of the 
Board of Heaith in providing for a gen- 
eral vaccination of all classes of citi- 
zens and calling upon the Council to 
provide a modern detention hospital. 
The resolution was presented before the 
Council yesterday and was ordered 
placed on file. arrangements for what 
Was suggested having already been 
made, 

Pronerty-owners on Loomis street 
complained that certain other property- 
owners had erected fences and cther 
obstructions on the street. The Coun- 
cil was asked to cause the removal of 
these obstructions. The matter was re- 
ferred to the “engineer for in- 
vestigation. 

The petition of Mrs. Mary Ellis for 
permission to improve by private con- 
tract the newly-opened portion of Park 
(trove avenue bet:veen Twentv-third 
streee and St. James Park was referred 
to the City Engineer to present an ordi- 
nance of intention. 

The resolution adopted by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce last week calling upon 
the Council to take immediate action to 
have the work on the proposed tunnels 
commenced was presented and read. 
The City Clerk was instructed to in- | 
form that body that until the existing 
injunction is dissolved nothing can be 
done. ~ 

A petition for the reconstruction of 
a ditch and pipe-line along Grand ave- 
nue south from Jefferson street was 
referred ¢o the Board of Public Works.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 
Street Protests Continued—New Oil 
Ordinance Presented. 

There was a decided difference in th: 
condition of the Council chamber at 
the afternoon session to what it had 
been in the morning. When the Coun- 
cilmen arrived after lunch they found 
a roaring fire in the grate and every 
radiator in the room was blowing o% 
steam. The room was as much 
hot as it had been too cold in the 
morning, but with proper ventilation 
it Was soon made comfortable. There 
were several special orders of business 
for the afternoon, nearly all of them 
being protests against proposed street 
work. At the opening of the session 
President Silver called up the matter 
of the appeal of D. Haynes and others 
from the acts and determinations of 
the Street Superintendent in accepting 
the work and issuing the assessmen;:

of Cottage Place. President Silver said 
he had been informed that the persons 
interested desired more time for the 
preparation of the presentation of the 
matter before the Council, and they 
had asked that the hearing be post- 
poned for one week. He announed 
that the postponement would he 
granted if there was no objection, No 
one objected, and the matter went over 
until the next regular meeting of the 
Council. 

In the matter of the protest of A. 
M. Humphreys against the opening and 
widening ef a portion of Burlington 
avenue, which had heen set for hearing 
at the opening of the afternoon session 
of the Council, the Board of Public 
Works reported recommending that the 
protest be denied, as the hearing of 
the protest had been had before that 
‘board last week, it having been referred 
to them to save the trouble of an open 
hearing before the entire Council. The 
recommendation was adopted without 
division. 

On recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works the _ several protests 
against the proposed opening of an 
alley in the block bounded by Main,. 
Third, Fourth and Spring streets, was 
also denied, but not without another 
protest from Mr. Hotchkiss, who tried 
to have his wife’s name taken from 
the netition for the alley, in order that 
he might be in position to contest the 
improvement. The City Attorney was 
called, and he gave as his opinion that 
the Council could not order the re- 
moval of a name from a petition when

the Council. The requested withdrawal 
was therefore not allowed 

The old matter of the protest of 
property-owners against the confirma- 
tion of the report of the commissioners 
for the opening of an alley from Fourth 
to Fifth streets, between Broadway 
and Hill, was to have been heard again 
yesterday afternoon, and some of the 
protesting oWners of realty spoke on 
the subject. It was seen that there 
would be an all-afternoon discussion 
of the subject, which might not be fruit- 


ful of results. Councilman Baker 
therefore moved that the matter be 
referred to a special committee, who 


would meet the protestants Thursday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. The motion was 
adopted, and later in the session Presi- 
dent Silver appointed Councilman 
Baker, Toll and Vetter as the special 
committee. 
DEAD-ANIMAL CONTRACT. 

Some time .ago the Board of Health 
passed a resolution calling upon the 
Council to have all dead animals found 
on the streets disposed of by crema- 


tion, instead of the present method of 
hauling them outside the city. The 
resolution was referred to the Board 


of Public Works, and that body inves- 
tigated it last week. Yesterday the 
board submitted a report. 

Mr. Toll wanted to know just what 
the present gpecifications are, and it 
was learned that the only specifications 
are what are contained in the contract 


With the present contractor. There 
Was no objection to the adoption of 
these, but Mr. Toll suggested that it 


would be advisable to so change them 
that the Council could at any time 
change the manner in which the work 
done by the contractor is checked. The 
Suggestion was adopted, and the re- 
port with this change was adopted. 

A vetition from F. C. Hannon, for 
an extension of thirty-five days in 
Which to complete the work of improv- 
ing Sixth street, between Fremont and 
Bixel, was granted. 
RIGHTS-OF-WAY PREPARATIONS. 

Some time ago it became known that 
in order to sécure the right-of-way 
through certain property for the con- 
struction of the proposed Broadway 
tunnel it will be necessary to institute 
condemnation proceedings. Similar 
proceedings will have to be taken with 
reference to the right-of-way for the 
approach of Los Feliz road bridge, and 
before such proceedings can be insti- 
tuted it will be necessary to secure cer- 
tificate of title of the property involved. 
The City Attorney communicated with 
the abstract company, and yesterday 
that company sent a communication to 
the Council in which they offered to 
furnish the desired certificates for $200 
on the tunnel property and $150 on the 
bridge property. The members of the 
Finance ‘Committee stated that they 
would report favorably upon the matter 
if it was referred to them, and in order 
to save a week's time, the Council 
ordered the certificates at once. 

That portion of the zanja on Adams 
street west of Hoover abandoned last 
August, which is underground, is to be 
used again. In order to make this pos- 
sible, the Council, on motion of Mr. 
Toll, ordered the City Attorney to pre- 
pare an ordinance repealing the ordi- 
nance by which the zanja was aban- 
doned. The piped portion of it is to 
be excluded from the provisions of the 
new ordinance. 

Mr. Toll moved that the City Attor- 
ney present an ordinance forbidding 
heavy trucking and hauling over the 
paved portion of St. James Park. The 
motion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Toll, the City En- 
gineer was directed to present an or- 
dinance of intention for the construc- 
tion of cement sidewalks five feet in 
width on those portions of Twenty- 
third street between Figueroa street 
and Park Grove avenue, where there 
are no sidewalks at present. 

The City Engineer was also in- 
structed, on motion of Mr. Toll, to 
present an ordinance for the establish- 
ment of the grade on West Washing- 
ton street from Hoover street to the 
west city boundary. 

Councilman Pierce inquired whether 
the Council could not do something to 
secure free street car transportation 
for the members of the Board of Edu- 
cation. He said he had been spoken 
to by some of the members of that 
body, who had informed him that they 
had held a number of special meetings 
during the past few weeks, and each 
time the members had to pay street 
car fare when they would not have 
come down town had it not been for 
the meetings. As they receive no 
salar‘es they thought they should‘ re- 
receive free street car rides. President 
Silver replied that it would be impos- 
sible for the Council to secure the cov- 
eted pass bdcks by legislation, and 
whatever was done would have to be 
by individual effort. No action was 
taken on the matter. 

The matter of the appointment of the 
commissioners for the opentne of Lake 
street was postponed for one week. 

Mr. Pessell moved that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to open the 
cutters at the intersection of Twenty- 
fourth street with Griffin avenue. The 
motion was adopted. 

The following commissioners for the 
opening of the alley in the _ block 
bounded by Third, Main, Fourth and 
Spring streets were appointed: J. M. 
Graybill, F. M. Kelsey and George Rag- 
land. 

POSTPONED ONE WEEK. 

In order to participate in the discus- 
sion of the question of the selection of 
engine-house sites which had been set 
for 3 o’clock a score or more of people 
appeared at the opening of the after- 
noon session and waited until the 
Council finished the other business on 
hand. At the hour mentioned Mr. Todd 
moved that the matter of the selection 
of the sites be postponed one week. 
Asked why he desired a postponement, 
he said that he desired to make fur- 
ther inyest#pation of the subject. 
Councilman Vetter objected to the 
postponement of the selection of the 
site on Hill street. As to this site 
there was to be no contest, and he did 
not see why it should take the same 
course as that in the Eighth Ward, 
about which there had been a division 
between the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers and the Board of Public Works. 
Mr. Todd was willing to change his 
motion. so as to postpone only the con- 
sideration of the site in the Plaza dis- 
trict. but Mr. Toll argued that the one 
site depended upon the other, for the 
reason that it was necessary that the 
Council know what was to be paid for 
each before either was purchased. The 
matter was argued at considerable 
length, and the consideration of both 
was finally postponed. 
| NEW OIL ORDINANCE. 

Attorney Stewart, who has repre- 
sented the owners of the land on which 
those who desire to protect the West- 
lake Park district from. the oil in-. 
dustries, have prohibited the drilling 
and operation of oil wells, appeared be- 
fore the Council and stated that, after 
an inspection of the district by certain 
members of the Council, an ordinance 
had been drafted which he thought 
would meet the requirements of ‘the 
situation. He said that the ordinance 
was not exactly what the people there 
would have liked to have adopted, but 
it was a fair compromise and they 
would respect it. In the preparation of 
this ordinance the preamble of the old 
ordinance was adopted and the only 
change was in that section in which 
x distriet in which the pumping of oil 

as prohibited is described. In the old 
ordinance, or the new one now in force, 
an, arbitrary limit of 1600 feet from 
Westlake Park is mentioned. The new 
ordinance makes the prohibition on 
account of danger from fire as well as 
the protection of the park. It pro- 
hibits drilling of oil wells in the district 
bounded as follows: ‘ 
“Commencing: at a point seventy-five 
feet north of the northwest corner of

AN EXPERT EXPERTED. 


Water Company Witness Confused 
by the City’s Attorneys. 

The city’s side of the controversy 
over the value of the water plant scored 
one of the greatest victories that it has 
had since the present arbitration of 
that much-vexed question began, yes- 
terday afternoon, at the regular ses- 
sion of the Board of Arbitrators. The 
water company had intended to play 
one of its trump cards by the intro- 
duction of an expert, whom they had 
brought all the way from Kansas City 
to tell something about their plant and 
its value. They played their card, but 
the city had a trump, and instead of 
the evidence given being to the ad- 
vantage of the company it was deftly 
turned and their expert was so con- 
fused that he was given until today to 
think about phases of the matter 
“which he had not taken into consid- 
eration,”’ the result of his efforts yester- 
day being to give the city the decided 
advantage. 

The expert upon whom the company 
depended for so much is Wynkoop R. 
Keirsted, an engineer in charge of the 
Water system of Kansas City. He is an 
expert without a doubt, for he has had 
years of experience in madters aqueous 
and is considered an authority on such 
subjects. It so happened that the city’s 
attorneys had learned the line along 
which he was to be examined and thry 
had fortified themselves by obtaining 
from the company itself certain figures 
from its books which showed the com- 
pany’s actual outlays in cash. On tak- 
ing the stand the Kansas City man 
was very confident of his position and 
he proceeded to give his opinions of 
the plant in a manner that showed that 
he knows much of such subjects. On 
cross-examination, however, he was led 
to take the position that the company 
should be capitalized on the basis of its 
earnings. Several times he was led to 
make this declaration, which, with any 
ordinary corporation, would have been 
the usual basis of capitalization. Then 
the city sprung its figures. It showed 
that the total amount of cash that has 
been put out by the company since it 
has had charge of the plant was $192,- 
000; that the plant itself has been built 
entirely from the revenues of the com- 
pany; that the company has paid 
$1,079,000 as dividends; that it has paid 
the Crystal Springs Land and Waser 
Company about $100,000 per year for 
water; that all of this came from the 
earnings of the company and that there 
has never been any large expenditure 
of money which was paid in as stock 
by those who shared the profits of the 
company. The payments to the Crystal 
Springs company were shown to be 
similar to a man’s paying his left hand 
with his right, for the two corporations 
are practically the same with reference 
to stockholders. 

On this showing the Kansas City ex- 
pert was asked about his plan of capi- 
talization. He was amazed at the show- 
ing and at first refused to believe it to 
be true and demanded time to consult 
the company’s books. That this was 
not necessary was shown him by the 
admission that the figures’ were from 
those books. The witness could not 
explain his position, and at his request 
the board adjourned to allow him until 
today to examine into the matter. He 
will take the stand today and the ses- 
sion promises to be one of unusual in- 
terest. 


NO NEW CASES REPORTED. 


Smallpox Conditions Improve 
Spite of the Cold Weather. 

No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday, and none have been found 
by the health department physicians 
since Saturday afternoon. Inasmuch as 
the weather conditions are most fa- 
vorable for a spread of the disease, the 
fact that there have been no addi- 
tional cases is very encouraging to that 
department. Health Officer Powers 
said last evening that he thought the 
improved condition of affairs would 
continue. “There may be a number of 
other cases,’’ said he, ‘‘but in my opin- 
ion, the absence of new cases for two 
days, coming as it does just at this 
time, indicates that we have got the 
better of the threatened epidemic. I 
say just at this time, because the 
period of incubation.is now about over 
for those who were exposed to the first 
cases of the disease and I had expected 
a much larger number of cases from the 
first ones. The methods of preventing 
a spread of the disease since it was 
discovered have been such that we have 
not the same to fear that we had from 
the first few cases, when we were not 
advised of its presence until too late.to 
prevent undue exposure by persons 
who, of course, did not know what they 
were visiting. Even with the _ cold 
weather the patients in the pesthouse 
are getting along as well as they pos- 
sibly can. There the disease will, of 
course, have to run its course. There 
are no persons there who are danger- 
ously ill, and we do not anticipate any 
difficulty in curing them.” 

“There is not the slightest doubt that 
the order of the Board of Education for 
a general vaccination of school chii- 
dren, issued when it was, has proven 
one of the best protections that the 
city has had. It is true that some of 
the children, in some of the schools, 
have become afflicted with the disease, 
but this has invariably been after they 
had been withdrawn from the schools 
in time to prevent their having the 
disease being a source of danger to 
others. I still believe that much good 


son owes to the. public at 
he be vaccinated.”’ 

At the several free vaccination sta- 
tions that have been established hun- 
dreds of people were vaccinated yester- 
day. At the tent in the City.Hall lot 
there was a regular procession of peo- 
ple to and from the tent. They were 
of all ages and sizes, and wefore the 
place closed for the night nearly three 
hundred had been vaccinated. The s#ta- 
tions will be kept open all this week and 
as much longer as the Board of Health 
may consider necessary, and if there 
is another outbreak of the disease other 
stations will be opened at once. 

The usual number of suspected (cases 
were reported yesterday, and Dr. Pcw- 
ers and his two assistants vere kept 
busy all day looking after them. The 
reports came from almost every sec- 
tion of the city, and it seerned that al- 
most every .person who complained of 
headache was suspected of having 
smallpox. As one after another, the 
ceses were personally investigated and 
no smallpox was found, the physicians 
became much encouraged, and by 
o’clock they had seen every suspected 
case without having found ea case of 
the dreaded disesase.

ANNA BIBBY’S STORY. 


HOW JOE HUNTER MADE A RAISE 
FROM THE CHINAMAN, 


She Avers That the Defendant Left 
Her Side to Go to Arrange With 


Wong Sing Regarding His 
Laundry Bill, 


The one particular sensation of the 
Hunter trial was ‘unfolded yesterday 
in the testimony of Miss Anna Bibby, 
the Arizona witness who had pre- 
viously made an affidavit that the de- 
fendant had confessed to her that he 
had been concerned in the killing of 
Wong Sing Hay. 

The story told was a most peculiar 
one in many respects, but in the aggre- 
gate it fits well enough into the case 
of the prosecution. Al Barrell testified 
to Hunter arriving at his place with 
the man Nellis at about 6:30. Miss 
Bibby stated that she. started from 
town with Joe in his buggy between 4 
and 5 o'clock, and after one stoppage 
on the road she left him at the other 
side off the Buena Vista-street bridge. 
That would suffice to land Joe Hunter 
at Al Barrell’s at about the time he was 
seen there. That his purpose in driv- 
ing home at that hour was to see the 
Chinaman and placate the man for his 
unpaid bill must rest entirely on the 
word of this witness herself. As to 
what she alleged took place after the 
crime was committed that is another 
matter, for it is safe to say that it 
will be shown by the defense that at 
the hours when Joe Hunter is averred 
by her to have been engaged confessing 
to her that he was off somewhere else. 
Yesterday, however, the defense at- 
tempted to do little more than discredit 
the witness in the eyes of the jury by 
showing her character in a bad light. 
As it is never expected that a shining 
light of the church will pose as the 
mistress of a township constable, or be 
the confidant of a self-confessed mur- 
ederer, this discrediting process could 
not amount to much, but when Miss 
Bibby’s times and dates are combatted 
later by reputable witnesses her testi- 
mony may be made more susceptible to 
attack. 

Detectives Auble and Hawley testified 
to certain facts which might be taken 
to indicate guilty knowledge on the 
part of the defendant, or to indicate 
his innocence, if altogether depending 
on the standpoint from whence it was 
considered. They testified that Joe 
Hunter showed them where the body 
of the murdered man had been taken 
through the window, and where the sill 
and rose bushes were marked with 
blood. The defendant was the only one 
of the vast number of officers who had 
hunted around the premises that de- 
tected these blood stains, and built 
upon them the hypotheses regarding 
the removal of the body. The defense 
have sought to show on cross-examina- 
tion that Hunter was as eager as were 
the other officers to detect the perpe- 
trator of the murder, and consquently 
his window discovery was due to his 
constant search and officer-like indus- 
try in ferreting out incriminating tes- 
timony. But then, too, there is the 
other way to look at it... 

WHO CUT THE MATTING? 

Al Barrell, recalled, said he saw Joe 
Hunter between 9 and 10 o’clock on the 
morning after the murder. Joe looked 


pretty bad,-and one-could— notice the 


effect of drink upon him. The witness 
saidit was reported at his place that the 
Chinaman had disappeared, and he sug- 
gested. to George Hunter that they go 
up to the place. George Hunter went 
under the house and found some clots 
of blood, and one of these the witness 
put in his pocket, intending to examine 
it under the glass. Returning down 
the road he and George Hunter met the 
officers. 

“You didn’t see Joe Hunter at about 
6 o’clock that morning did you?’ in- 
quired Gen. Jones. 

‘No, sir.” 

“Didn’t you so testify at the Clark 
trial?’’ 

“No, sir.” 

The witness went on to say that 
jater when going through the house 
with Wong Fong, Deputy Sheriff Barn- 
hill and others, the Chinaman pointed 
out a pair of cuffs standing on the ta- 
ble that had blood on them. Witness 
said that they were Joe Hunter’s, but 
found out later that Frank Cleghorn 
claimed them as his. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he saw Clark early on the morn- 
ing after the murder, making across 
to George Hunter’s, but seeing the wit- 
ness at the fork of the road, he turned 
and came up.and spoke. With regard 
to the blood on the cuffs the witness 
said that Cleghorn stated, when Wong 
‘Fong pointed out the blood, that it 
came from a.scratch on his wrist and 
he turned back his coat sleeve to show 
the scratch. , 

Barrell denied that it was true that 

er changed his coat and vest 


Joe Hu 
on the Might of the murder. Hunter 


left his place some time before 8 o’clock 
and returned in a very short time with 
the same coat and vest-on. 

F. E. Davis, one of the deputy sher-< 
iffs who examined the Hunter house, 
testified to the same facts as at the 
Clark trial. He went under the house 
and was the one that found the body 
of the Chinaman, and stated that more 
than half way between the entrance 
and the chimney he found in the dust 
a trail about ten inches wide. Follow- 
ing it along the witness found it ter- 
minated at the chimney behind which 
lay the body. About eighteen feet in- 
side the basement door the witness 
found some egg shells and round about 
a number of dog tracks. The witness 
said the sheet or sheets—he couldn’t 
say which—were wrapped around the 
Chinaman’s head, but he couldn’t re- 
member if his clothing: disar- 
ranged or not. In draaving the: body 
out the sheets fell off, but witness 
replaced them and drew it out. After 
Clark’s preliminary examination wit- 
ness again examined the spot where 
the body had lain and found marks 
of considerable blood where the head 
and shoulders had lain. 

On redirect the witness said the sheet 
was blood stained but he did not no- 
tice any holes in it. 

Guy Woodward, another ex-deputy 
sheriff, testified to examining the Hun- 
ter house and finding that the matting 
had been cut in two places. The big 
piece had disappeared, but avitness 


found the small piece lying in the hole 


from whence it had been cut. The large 
piece that was missing left a hole about 
four and one-half feet in length and 
about fifteen inches wide. Detective 
Brighton told witness first of the mat- 
ting having been cut, and Joe Hunter 
and Frank Cleghorn were there and 
were talking about it. 

On cross-examination witness said he 
understood that either Hunter or Cleg- 
horn first reported the matting having 
been cut. When his attention was 
drawn to the circumstance he searched 
the bedroom and found marks of blood 
in various places, but they avere not 
readily discernible. 

HUNTER EARLY ON FOOT. 

Robert Kohlman, a musician at the 
Los Angeles Theater and residing on 
the San Fernando road where he con- 
duets a saloon, was the next witness 
called. He stated that saw Joe Hun- 
ter on the morning “Of June 1 about 6 
o'clock or a little after. “‘He asked mea 
about the Chinaman,’’ witness said, 
“and I asked him what about it, an@ 
he then said a Chinaman had disap- 
peared and was perhaps murdered. I 
was in.the house when Hunter called 
me out. He was mounted on horseback 
and was drunk at the time and rode 
off, I think, in the direction of the 
slaughter house.” 

On cross-examination, the witness 
said that Hunter told him he was the 
constable, and he sent the hired man 
in to call him. He saw Hunter again 
when he came with the officers, and he 
thought it was perhaps a couple of 
hours later. Counsel’ put the question 
to the witness whether if it was shown 
that the officers were out there about 
ll o’clock would it not then be about 
9 o’clock that he had seen the defend- 
ant. The witness, however, was posi- 
tive that it was quite early when he 
saw Hunter the first time, and defend- 
ing counsel did not press him further 
on the subject.

Carr, a reporter on the Exe 


press. testified to driving out to the 


Hunter place in November, accompany« 
ing a private detective named E.. J. 
Young, and Harry Clark’s father.’ The 
witness stated that they looked in and 
around the house, collected some cloth- 
ing in Harry Clark’s room, and then 
Young began digging at an ash heap 
behind the house. The witness helped 


part of a suspender and some but- 
tons. The witness got tired and was 
Walking away, 
town, when he heard Young say: “What 
do you think of that?” and turning 
around he saw Young holding in his 
hand a collar. 

The bits of burned cloth, piece of 
funny sack and bit of carpet found tn 
the ash pile, and a burned towel found 
close to the closet were exhibited, 
identified and put in evidence: also 
the collar found by Young. 

With regard to the collar, Gen. 
Jones ‘said he observed that it had never 
heen worn; he knew nothing about it 
further than that Mr. Young had found 
it. and he did not desire to put it in 
evidence against the defendant. 

On cross-examination witness said the 
doors of the Hunter house were not 
open. He and his companions broke in, 
as Young said he had a search war- 
rant. 

Cc. W. Fleming, another ex-deputy 
Sheriff, testified to having been out at 
the Hunter place, and told of Joe Hun- 
ter’s complaining that the matting had 
been cut. That was on the Saturday, 
and the defendant said that he had not 
noticed that it was cut the day before. 
The witness said Joe Hunter en- 
couraged witness and the other deputies 
to make search, and suggested that 
they take up the floor and porch and 
look down among the willows. 

On cross-examination 
said that he did not know whether one 
or two sheets, were found wrapped 
around the Chinaman.

T,. Sheldon, alaa an ex-deputy 
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sheriff. testified to having found egg 
shells, about eight or ten inches from 
the door of the basement to the. house, 
on the Saturday.

The witness went out to find a board 
that was said to have been fired into 
by Clark. [The board was identified 
and offered in evidence.] The witness 
said he found the board behind = the 
shed. about 150 feet in the rear of the 
Hunter house. 

On cross-examination ‘the witness 
said that the board had not been 
found by him until during the pre- 
liminary examination of Joe Hunter. 
He was sent out by the Sheriff with Mr. 
Clark to get the board, and Mr. Clark 
took him to the spot where he got the 
bit of plank. It had formed a part of 
the trough or manger built in the shed 
for a cow. 

THE BODY TAKEN THROUGH THE 
WINDOW. 

W. H. Auble, one of the city detec- 
tives. testified to visiting Joe Hunter's 
Place about ten days or two weeks 
after the body of the Chinaman had 
been found. The witness and Detective 
Hawley were in the neighborhood look- 
ing for a man mamed Price, and called 
in at e Hunter place. 

“We found Joe Hunter there,” stated 
the witness, ‘and toldhim whom we were 
looking for. and he told us that he 
had seen the man in the city. We 
talked about the finding of the China- 
man’s body, and Mr. Hunter appeared 
a little bit vexed at the fact that the 
Sheriff's office had not found out some 
facts that he intended to bring out

at trial. He said that they had not 
shown how the body had been re- 
iwnoved,. After showing us Clark’s bed. 


he showed us two spots on the floor 
near the door, and which looked like 
oil. Then he showed us the window. on 


of which there was a climbing rose. On 
the window sill there were two or three 
spots of blood, and on the rose stalks 
Beveral other blood spots were plain. 
Hunter said he intended to draw Mr. 
McComas’s attention to the matter at 
the time of the trial. 

On’ cross-examination the witness 
Btated that he knew Clark’s reputation 
for honesty and veracity to be bad. 

J. J. Hawley, also one of the city 
detectives. corroborated the previous 
witness, and also on cross-examination 
testified to Clark’s bad character in cer- 
tain respects. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY STORY. 


When the name of Miss Anna Bibby 
was called there was a'stir throughout 
the courtroom, for every one knew that 
this witness was about to testify to a 
State of facts that, if shown to be true, 
made out in the most unequivocal man- 
ner that the defendant had actively 
participated in the murder of the Chi- 
maman. As the witness walked to the 
stand necks were craned in the attempt 
to get a good look at her. Undisturbed 
by the sensation she had created, Miss 
Bibby took her seat, but gave her tes- 
timony at the beginning in such a low 
tone of voice‘that both court and coun- 
poe had repeatedly to ask her to speak 
ou 

She said that she first got acquainted 
with Joe Hunter last April, and stayed 
at his house from May 10 until May 22 
of last year, remaining there continu- 
ously during that period of time. 
Harry Clark and Miss Letitia Allec, the 
twenty-year-old Spanish girl, were at 
che house during that time also. 

“And between the 22d and the end 
of May, did you see the defendant?” 
inquired Gen. Jones. 

“Yes, sir, almost every day,” was the 
reply. 

“Where did you stay then?’ 

“At the Maplewood, on South Main 
street.’”’ 

“Did vou see him on the 30th—Deco- 
ration day?’’

Appel took Miss Bibby in hand for 
cross-examination,but, although he suc- 
ceeded in irritating her and making her 
eyes flash scornfully, he did not make 
her rescind any of her statements. For 
the most part, however, the cross-ex- 
amination only brought out evidence of 
her way of living. 

All the possibilities that were calcu- 
lated to shake the witness and that 
could be framed into hypothetical ques- 
tions, and the insinuations that officers 
had been watching her coming and ‘go. 
ing from the room on Main street did 
not serve to make Miss Bibby change 
her testimony, in its essential points. 
If the facts as stated by Mr. Appel did 
not fit in with her testimony then, so 
far as she was concerned, so much the 
worse for the facts. In conclusion, she 
said that she had returned from Ari- 
zona because if she hadn’t come will- 
nigly she would have been brought 
back; and that she refrained from tes- 
tifying in the first instance on account 
of her mother and sister and her baby. 
but that when forced to speak she had 
done just as any other person would 
have done, and had told all she knew. 

At an early hour this morning the 
prosecution will close its case, and then 
the defense will open. 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


Shipments of Parasites, from the 
Islands to Be Made Direct. 


The board yesterday determined to 
purchase a Wildman road roller for 
$700, and of this sum $500 is to be paid 
from the funds of the Fourth Super- 
visorial District, and the balance from 
the general road fund. 

An order was made that George 
Compere, commissioner sent to the Ha- 
waiian Islands to gather the purple- 
scale parasite, be instructed to forward 
all his collections in future to the 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, 
to be distributed by them as may be 
deemed best. To date Mr. Compere 
has made shipments to the commis- 
sioners, and also to some of the grow- 


ers. 

The County Treasurer’s report for 
January shows the following totals: 
Balance at beginning of present month, 
$666,605.33; demands paid, $210,725.44; 
cash received, $138,367.33. A balance 
of $594,247.22 is left in the treasury. 

A petition for the abandonment of 
part of the Santa Monica foothill road, 
or Santa Barbara stage road, was 
granted. 


THE BANK SUIT, 


M. H. Sherman Makes a Counter- 
claim in Filing His Answer. 


An answer was filed yesterday in 
the suit begun by the Pacific Bank of 
San Francisco against M. H. Sherman, 
the local capitalist, who has such large 
street-railway interests. 

The allegation of the complaint that 
in 1889 the bank and the defendant 
were equal owners of 25,500 shares of 
the capital stock of the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Railway Company is de- 
nied, and also that such stock was 
placed in the hands of B. O. Carr, to 
be held and voted in the interests of the 
plaintiff and defendant. From thence 
on all ghe specific allegations of the 
complaint are denied, and the defend- 
ant also avers that the road never did 
earn anything above its fixed charges 
and operating expenses, or that it ever 
had any money that could have been 
properly and legally applied to the 
payment of dividends. . 

The defendant denies ever having 
received $50,000 a month, or any other 
sum, from the operations of the prop- 
erty while he was its manager, or that 
he ever misappropriated the company’s 
funds, or converted to his own uses 
funds realized from the proceeds of 
the stock. By way of counter claim, 
the defendant avers that $5000 is due to 
him from the Pacific Bank for serVices 
rendered. 


THE KOLM INSOLVENCY, 


Herman Kolm to Draw Down That 
Money, Perhaps. 

An opinion was handed down by 
Judge Trask yesterday in this compli- 
cated matter, he dealing, however, only 
with the citation issued against Gregory 
Perkins, Jr., as assignee, to show cause 
why he should not be punished for 
contempt in refusing for the second 
time to pay over the $817 realized from 
the foreclosure of the mortgage  be- 
longing to Bertha Kolm. - 

The court holds that by the court’s 
decision in the suit of Demis vs. Kolm 
Bros., the attachment on the money 
was dissolved, and there exists no 
reason owhy Gregory Perkins, Jr., 
should not comply with the order of 
the court, made on July 25, 1895. Judge 
Trask does not find, however, that the 
respondent sheuld be found guilty of 
contempt for his failure to pay over 
the money as ordered. In view of the 
many questions involved in ascertain- 
ing the rights of the respective parties, 
the court holds that respondent had 
the right to retain the money until his 
legal duty as to the disposition of the 
fund was clear. Meantime it is deter- 
mined that Gregory Perkins, Jr., obey 
the order of the courth forthwith by 
paying the money, but unless both 
Herman and Bertha receipt for it, then 
it must be paid into court.

A FAITHLESS LOVER. 


Magdalena Chavez Charges Pedro 
Montano With Seduction, 

Miss Magdalena Chavez, a young 
woman about 21 or 22 years of age, 
applied to the District Attorney yes- 
terday to have her grief assuaged by 
issuing to her a complaint against her 
faithless lover. Mr. McComas listened 
to her story, and did finally send her 
away comforted by issuing the much- 
desired complaint. 

Miss Chavez at present resides in this 


‘Teresa Kerr, on the charge of murder, 


city, but represented that in the sum- 
mer of last year she was stopping with 
a married sister at Lemon. In that 
vicinity lived Pedro Montafio, who for 
quite a considerable time had been pay- 
ing attention to Miss Chavez, and who 
seized the opportunity of her tem- 
porary residence at Lemon to press his 
suit. He took her out buggy riding 
and in other ways paid attention to the 
lady of his choice, and, aS Miss Chavez 
tearfully explained to McComas, took 
advantege of her confidence in him on 
June 1] while out driving. From thence 
on the complainant permitted liberties 
to her lover, for she alleged that he 
had repeatedly promised to marry her. 
But finally when it became apparent 
that she was in an interesting condi- 
tion she said that Montafio refused to 
keep his promise. 

On these representations of facts ‘a 
complaint was issued and sworn to in 
the Township Court, and thereupon a 
Warrant was issued for the arrest of 
Montafio, on the charge of seduction 
under promise of marriage. 


A COMPLICATED SUIT. 


Case Reversed on Second Hearing 
by the Supreme Court. 

The old case of Shirley Ward, re- 
spondent, against Vicente Yorba, ap- 
pellant, has been reversed in the Su- 
preme Court, and has been remanded 
for retrial. It was affirmed on first 
being taken up, and this present de- 
cision is the result of a rehearing be- 
ing granted. 


The facts in the case were that the 
parties entered into a written agree- 
ment on February 24, 1893, by which 
the plaintiff agreed to sell to the de- 
fendant for $4750 a certain piece of 
property on Upper Main street, and 
the defendant agreed to make payment 
within thirty days. But the facts in 
connection with the title were some- 
what complicated. Originally the title 
was in Francisco D. de labracco, and 
in an action by Yorba against Labra- 
ceo the property was attached in 
March, 1892, and judgment rendered in 
his favor in April, 1892. Execution 
was issued upon this judgment July 10, 
1892, and on August 20 the property was 
sold by the Sheriff to Yorba. Prior to 
March, 1892, an action had been com- 
menced against Labracco by one 
Bacon, in which a judgment was dock- 
eted against Labracco on March $1, 
1892, and under this judgment the prop- 
erty was sold to one Jarvis, and a 
Sheriff's deed issued to him January 
27, 18938. Jarvis took possession of the 
property, and on January 30, 1893, con- 
veyed it to Ward, the plaintiff in this 
action. By this conveyance the plain- 
tiff became at its date vested with 
Labracco’s title to the property subject 
to whatever rights Yorba had acquired 
therein by the attachment, and subse- 
quent proceedings in his action against 
Labracco. 

Prior to February 24 negotiations 
had been entered into by the plaintiff 
and defendant for an adjustment of 
their claims to the property, and on 
the morning of that day Attorney Mun- 
day, as attorney for Yorba, and in com- 
pany with him, visited the office of At- 
torney Meserve for the purpose of com- 
pleting the negotiations and purchasing 
the property from Ward. 

‘Munday had ~»previously. advised 
Yorba,” says the Supreme Court, “that 
Ward’s claim was superior to his own, 
and that his best course was to buy the 
property, but he saw on that morning 
that he was mistaken, and it was also 
conceded by Meserve, after an examin- 
ation of the abstract, that Yorba’s 
claim was paramount to that of Ward. 
As a result of the negotiations that 
morning, the instrument setting forth 
the agreement was. prepared and 
signed by the plaintiff and defendant. 
Before the expiration of the thirty 
days Yorba was advised that he was 
not bound to carry out the contract, 
and gave to the plaintiff a notice of 
recession, and afterwards declined to 
make the payment provided for. There- 
upon the plaintiff brought the present 
action. 

The decision is written by Justice 
Harrison, Justices Temple and Hen- 
shaw concurring, the Chief Justice also 
writing a concurring opinion. Justices 
Garroute and McFarland dissent. 


“ONLY REAL THING.’’ 


Miss Cochems Wants Her 
Quieted to a Song. 


Miss Lilian Cochems has begun suit 
against Emma Romandy, otherwise 
Mrs. Dion Romandy, to recover posses- 
sion of a certain ‘“‘coon’’ song, which 
she alleges is being wrongfully with- 
held from her. 

The plaintiff alleges that she is en- 
titled to possession of both words and 
music of the song entitled “The Only 
Real Thing in the Town,” the words 
of which were composed and written 
especially for her, and the music also 
composed and written for her by the 
late Dion Romandy. Miss Cochems 
avers that the defendant gained pos- 
session of the manuscript about Jan- 
uary 4 without her permission, and re- 
fuses to deliver it up, notwithstanding 
that the late Dion Romandy had been 
paid in full for his services in connec- 
tion with the song. Furthermore, Miss 
Cochems avers that the song has ag 
special value to her, and pecuniary 
compensation would not afford ade- 
quate relief for the loss of the manu- 
script, even if it were possible to ascer- 
tain the actual damage of the loss, 
which it is not. 

In these premises the plaintiff asks

NEW CEYLON The Phi'adel- 
phia Grocery World says: 

“The Ceylon-India people are Aoing 
their best to produce a vreen tea, that 
is, a tea that will counterpart the Chi- 
nese Young Hyson wr the fine green 
Japanese tea. The regular Ceykm-In- 
dia tea is black, which fails to caich 
the taste of many »eople who like 
green. So the Ceylon people huve been 
experimenting during the last few 
months with a process by which they 
can produce green tea also. The gist 
of the process in question is simply the 
omission of the usual fermentation. 
The tea produced by this omission is 
strictly speaking not a green tea at 
all. That is to say, it is not .zreen in 
the leaf, but it draws in the Cup ex- 
actly lite Young Hyson green and is 
therefore to all intents and purposes a 
green tea. 

“Some new chops of this green Ceylon 
tea have just come in, and are now 
being tested. Much of that hitherto 
brought in, while possessing beautiful 
flavor, has lost it too soon. It remains 
to be seen whether the new lots have 
the same disadvantage. 

“A Grocery World representative was 
shown some of this tea last week. Sev- 
eral experts who drew it and sized it 
up agreed that it was of exceedingly 
fine quality, and a perfect likeness of 
Young Hyson, the degree of its use- 
fulness resting solely on the ability to 
preserve its good qualities. 

“The price of the green Ceylon tea, 
in a large way, is 35 cents per pound.” 


FUTURES IN TOMATOES. Eastern 
Ganners are already in the market of- 
fering tomatoes of next fall crop. The 
prices named run from 5 to 7% cents 
per dozen higher than last year. The 
reasons given for the advance are 
higher prices for tin, and that the 
farmers will not make contracts to de- 
liver tomatoes next fall at less than $7 


per ton, whereas last year they signed 
at $6.

DINGLEY DID THIS. 


There is a 
rumor that some of the German choco- 
late manufacturers may establish 


branch factories in the United States 
says the Grocery World, in order to 
escape the present high tariff, whose 
admitted object is to crowd them out. 
This rumor is centering about the house 
of Stoilwerk & Co., of Cologne, Ger- 
many, one of the largest manufacturers 
in the world. On account of trouble 
with the tariff, this house has had a 
large quantity of fancy chocolates tied 
up in the New York customhouse for 
over a month. 
A few weeks 


before the holidays 
Stollwerk & Co. 


brought over a large 


quantity of fancy chocolates for thel 
holiday trade, and also chocolatine coat-| 


ings for confectionery. Some of the 
New York manufacturers, who are, of 
course, opposed to the foreign people 
in every Way, lodged complaints of 
undervaluation. The tariff on foreign 
chocolates ranges from 10 to 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, and undervaluation 
is a direct violation of the law. In this 
case Stollwerk & Co. were not al- 
lowed to withdraw the goods by given 
bond. but the customs officials held 
them, and their sale was therefore lost 
to the German concern. These under- 
valuation cases are pending at present, 
none having been decided. 

There is reason to believe that Stoll- 
werk & Co. are considering the estah- 
lishment of a factory in this’ country to 
supply the American market. There is 
no duty on raw material, and they 
would therefore he in a better postition, 
s0 far as tariffs are concerned, al- 
though it is stated by American choc- 
olate manufacturers, -that labor is so 
much cheaper in Germany than in this 
country that this advantage would be 
more than offset. 


“THE FARMERS’  YRAR. Of. the 
Rreat value of exports for the un- 
paralleled year 1898 the farmers of the 
United States received as their share 

750,000,000. This is $100,000,000 more 
than farm products ever brought in 
for exports in any one year, being that 
much more than in 1891, and in 1892. 
In the list breadstuffs lead. with cot- 
ton second, provisions third, animals 
fourth, and tobacco fifth. The. volume 
of. exports was unusually large, and 
the prices averaged higher than for 
several preceding years. Corn for the

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The stock prices were 
extremely variable today, but ended with 
only fractional net changes, the majority of 
which was upward. Many conflicting reports 
reached the strect as to the probabifities of 
confirmation or rejection of the peace treaty, 
and these were instrumental! in staying val- 
ues. The first effect of the uprising at Ma- 
nila was discouraging. Stocks opened be- 
low London parity, and there were soon ma- 
terial declines in a number of cases. Lon- 
don sold about 15,000 shares of stock. Trad- 
ers bought on the decline, and prices im- 
proved. Although dealings were much con- 
tracted compared with recent averages, 
prices rose above Saturday’s close. Houses 
with Washington connections were watched 
narrowly, with a view of getting some intima- 
tion by their dealings as to the treaty’s 
chances, but no decided tendency one way or 
the other cou etected. Toward mid- 
day the market annie worked upward, with 
minor periods of depression, but gradually 
top figures were generally reached. The im- 
pression prevailed in some quarters that the 
outburst of the Filipinos assured the treaty's 
ratification, and on the theory that settle- 
ment of the uncertainty would be beneficial 
there was buying of stocks. On the other 
hand, many decided to reduce their commit- 
ments over night as a precautionary meas- 
ure, and these contending interests gave the 
market its appearance of irregularity. The 
feverishness which prevailed in the early 
dealings in a measure gradually disappeared 
as the day wore on, and the middle and low- 
priced stocks sympathized in the advancing 
tendency of gilt-edge stocks. In the final 
dealines there were slight recessions from 
the best prices. The bond market showed 
marked heaviness in the early transactions, 
but later improved in snots, closing irregular. 
Total sales were $4,(0),000. United States 
old fours coupon advanced %. and the fours 
registered and the fives % in the bid price.

DEATH OF LEADING DIVINE OF 
BAPTIST DENOMINATION, 


Rev. H. C. Woods, D.D., Superinten- 
dent of Rocky Mountain Di- 
vision, Closes His Days in Pasa- 
dena—Fire in Doty Block—Elec- 
tric Car and Woman Bicyclist 
Collide—Waterworks News. 


PASADENA, Feb. 6.—[Regular Correspond- ’ 
ence.] Rev. Hubert C. Woods, D.D., for years 
one of the leaders of the Baptist denomina- 
tion in the United States, died here today of 
a lung trouble which he had combated all 
his life. Mr. Wocds had»been active in de- 
nominational work on both sides of the Rocky 
Mountains, and had a very wide acquaint- 
ance. He was born in Ohio. in 1842, and grad- 
uated from Madison University and Hamilton 
Theological School. In 1867 he took up his 
first pastorate in Fayetteville, N. Y., but was 
Obliged to resign on account of ill health and 
sought recuperation on the western plains, 
where for a year he pursued the occupation 
of a cowboy. 

He then took up his work in the ministry 
again, and for two years was pastor of a 
church in Greeley, Colo. In 1874 he accepted 
the charge of the First Baptist Church of 
Minneapolis, Minn. In the nine years of his 

m there the membership of the church 
doubled, while Dr. Woods took an active part 
in the extension of the denomination through- 
out the State. His health was frail during 
this period, and his labors were conducted 
under difficulties which he met with heroic 
resolution. 

After a short pastorate over the Woodland 
Church, St. Paul, Dr. Woods entered the serv- 
ice of the Baptist Home Mission Society, be- 
coming superintendent of missions of the 
States of Kansas, Nebraska, Colorud), South 
Dakota, Wyoming and New Mexico. In 1894 
he became superintendent of a newly-created 
district, called the Rocky Mountain division, 
comprising Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, New 
Mexico, Idaho, Montana, Washington, Oregon 
and British Columbia. For two years he con- 
ducted the mission work of this large terri- 
tory, and to his energy and wisdom is due a 
large share of credit for the growth of Bap- 
tist interests in the West. He was loyalty 
itself, and no self-sacrifice was t great for 
him. His steadily failing health made it 
necessary for him to resign his post, and two 
years ago he came to Pasadena to pass the 
remainder of his days. His son, Rev. F. W. 
Woods, is the pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of this city, the home of the family 
being on El Dorado street. Tho hour of the 
funeral has not been fixed, but the services 
will bring together many representatives of 
the Baptist clergy. 


ELECTRIC CAR ACCIDENTS.

She 
was bruised painfully and wrenched, but it is 
thought her injuries are not serious. 

The electric car leaving Los Angeles for 
Pasadena at 10 p.m. was stranded by a broken 
current tonight, and an extra car was put on, 
leaving here at 11 o'clock, in charge of Man- 
ager W. H. Smith as motorman.

PUMP TO BE TESTED. 

The operation of the much-discussed Ban- 
bury well, put down the past year by the 
Pasadena and Lake Vineyard Water Company 
near reservoir No. 1, has not been fully satis- 
factory of late, and the directors have given 
much attention to the matter. Recently they 
sank the well five or fix feet more, but on 
coming to a stratum of hard clay they 
Stopped. The depth of the well is now 200 
feet, and, as one of the directors stated to- 
day. the pump will not raise the water. 

This morning the directors held a special 
meeting to see what to do about it. A sug- 
gestion to increase the flow of water by ex- 
tending tunnels from the shaft was discussed: 
but as this would be a very expensive under- 
taking, the board did not favor doing it at 
present. Finally a committee was appointed 
to make a test of the pumping plant. It was 
stated that the pump had never been ac- 
cepted from the makers: that when purchared 
it was guaranteed to lift easily fiftv inches 
of water, which it fails to do. The com- 
mittee was instructed, one of the board 
states, to call on the manufacturers to give 
the pump, enzine and boiler a trial under the 
most favorable conditions, and Gemonstrate 
if possible that the plant is equal to the 
business.

COLD WEATHER REACHES CELERY 
FIELDS AND ORHARDS. 


It is Thought Little or No Damage 
Has Resulted to Citrus Fruits. 


Strange Story of the Annihila- 
tion of a Family, 


SANTA ANA, Feb. §.—[ Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The cold wave struck the Santa Ana 
Valley apparently with full force last night, 
giving the thermometers that had for many 
years been afflicted with inertia a quick, 
sharp surprise. A cold wind prevailed all 
day yesterday from the north, reaching al- 
most all portions of the valley, so that the 
“snap"’ did not come as a total surprise to 
the fruit and celery men. In Tustin, how- 
ever, a desert wind struck up about midnight 
and blew hard enough to keep the leaves 
rusiling until shortly before daylight. Many 
of the orange-growers were in their groves 
alt night, ready to smudge as soon as it be- 
came necessary to start the fire, but this dd 
not become apparent until almost daylight, 
when suddenly the wind subsided and the 
mercury began to fall very rapidly. In an 
hour more than a hundred fires were kin- 
died, and soon a heavy cloud of smoke hung 
over the orchards throughout the entire Tus- 
tin district. The groves at Orange were sim- 
ilarly treated, and subsequent deve'opmen:s 
proved that the precaution was not taken 
any too soon, for in some sections the ther- 
mometer registered as low as 24 deg, while 
in a few more exposed places it went still 
lower. West of the river reports have it t>- 
day that the mercury went down as low as 
20 deg. At any rate, ice was frozen over 
half an inch in thickness, and the Santa 
Ana River had more ice on it than has ever 


been seen before in the memory of the old- 
est inhabitant. 


have visited this valley at a better time. 
The bulk of the orange crop is shipped, and 
the greater portion of the peat land celery 
has already gone east, there being perhaps 
not more than forty carloads yet in the field. 
Of course some of this is injured by the 
frost, but perhaps a good portion of it will be 
found marketable. The quick fires in the 
orange orchards are believed to have saved 
the greater portion of the crop remaining on 
the trees. The deciduous trees are not far 
enough along to be injured by the cold, un- 
less it is the very early peaches, such as 
the “‘saucers.’’ The later varieties of peach 
and the apricot. trees in this valley have not 
swelled their buds yet. so they could not be 
injured. Had the cold wave come either 


done a great deal more damage than the in- 
dications are now that it has done.

Ruth Bowers, the fourteen-ycar-old adopted 
daughter, escaped the fever, and later wrote 
Dr. E. E. Gallup here, to whom the family's 
household goods had been shipped. The 
goods have now been turned over to the Ad- 
ministrator’s hands, and are being disposed 
cf. A letter from the girl brought the first 
word the friends here received of the sad 
fate of the family. 

“WIPE JOINTS’? AND OTHER JOINTS. 

A con@ition exists in this city by virtue of 
a clause in the sewer ordinance that prom- 
ises to precipitate a lively time in the Com- 
mon Council, if it be in the power of the 
plumbers of the town to create it.

REMARKABLY COLD WEATHER, 
WITH DESERT SANDSTORM. 


Sudden and Mysterions Death of 
Mrs. Olivia M. James—Rain Chief 
of Palomar Indians Predicts a 
Wet Season for This Month. 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] During the past few days a decided 
change has occurred in the weather, as re- 
markable as it is sudden. The air is nipping 
cold, with snow lower down on the moun- 
tains and nearer the coast than for years.

Cold Snap—General Impression That 
No Damage is Done. 
POMONA; Feb. 6. — [Regular Correspond- 
ence.] « Last night was by far the coldest 
night of the season. The various thermom- 
eters registered from 18 to 22 deg, though 20 
deg. is the lowest reported from the most 
reliable ones. One or two of the fruit-grow- 
ers are very pessimistic and fear great dam- 
age will result, but the great majority and 
the most careful observers think the dam- 
age to the orange crop will be slight, owing, 
in part, to the ripeness of the fruit.

Stoddard Jess considered the 
principal damage would be to the market, in 
causing an uneasy feeling as to the quality 
of the fruit, but that in reality the damage 
was slight. Manager Adams of the Pomona 
Exchange fcels such confidence in his fruit 
that he will advise that shipments go forward 
slowly till the flurry that necessarily follows 
such a ffost quiets Gown. Ed Kendall ob- 
served very carefully, and says this freeze 
was only 2°deg. worse than the one on De- 
cember 31, when the fruit was much greener, 
and he is unable to detect the slightest dam- 

age to oranges.

NEW FACTOR IN TRADE 
THE WEST COAST OF MEXICO. 


Mexican Coast Steamship Company's 
First Steamer .to Leave San 
Diego Next Month — San Pedro 
May Later be the Northern Ter- 
minus. 


On the 16th of next month a new 
steamship service between Southern 
California and ports on the west coast 
of Mexico will be inaugurated by the 
newly-organized Mexican Coast Steam- 
ship Company. Bockings of freight 
and passengers will be received in a 
few days, when the company’s formal 
announcement -of its readiness to do 
business will be made. 

The new line promises to be an im- 


portant factor in the future trade of 
Southern California with Mexican 
ports. 


The father of the enterprise is 
Capt. A. B. Smith of this city, a vet- 
eran Pacific Mail employé and’ ex- 
perienced trader and navigator. Capt. 
Smith has associated with him a num- 
ber of Mexican and local capitalists. 
The company which was organized re- 
cently in this city is chartered under 
the laws of Mexico and its ships will 
sail under the Mexican flag. The com- 
pany is said to have secured some vyal- 
uable and extraordinary concessions on 
the west coast of Mexico, in return for 
Which its vessels will form part of the 
Mexican merchant marine. 

Capt. Smith, president of the com- 
pany, in speaking of the enterprise last 
night, stated that the company will 
begin business with six Clyde-built 
boats of 1800 tons net capacity. Four 
of these will engage in Mexican coast- 
wise trade, while the other two will 
ply between San Pedro or San Diego 
and Mazatlan and way ports. Two of 
these steamers are due at San Fran- 
cisco from Hongkong the 28th inst., and 
will be immediately brought south to 
begin the new eoastwise service. 

The first of these boats is scheduled 
to leave San Diego at 10 asm., March 
16. Capt. Smith proposes to take a 
large party of Los Angeles business 
men to San Diego on the morning of 
that day to witress the departure of 
the vessel .and assist in the inaugura- 
tion of what he deems an enterprise

It is 
our intention to start our boats from 
San Pedro instead of San Diego, as 
soon as we see enough business in sight 
to justify making San Pedro the north- 
ern terminus. The company has ample 
capital. and does not ask a dollar from 
Los Angeles in the way of a subsidy, 
but we want passengers and freight. 
The merchants can furnish this if they 
will. At any rate we will try to make 
them appreciate the benefit of our new 
steamer service to the ports south of 


will be an interval of one 
month between the denarture of the 
first and second boats from San Diego 
on regular trips. After that the in- 
tention is to have a bi-weekly service. ; 
On the down trip the vessels will call 
at Ensenada. San Quintin, Cedro 
Island. San José del Cabo, Macdalena 
Bay, La Paz, Mazatlan and Guaymas. 
Direct connections will be made with 
coasting vessels running from the up- 
per ports of Mexico to Salina Cruz on 
the Gulf of Tehuantepec, whence con- 
nection will be had vta the Tehaunte- 
pec Railway with the Ward-line steam- 
ers. to New York. Capt. Smith  as- 
serts that there will be a saving of six 
days and twenty-two hours between 


San Diego and New York, by this 
route. over the Pacific Mail line via 


Panama. The steamers will carry both 
Mexican and United States mails. 
Judge R. F. H. Variel of this city, 
attorney for the new steamship com- 
pany, says it is an enterprise that is 
backed by responsible people, and that 
it bids fair to become of vast impor- 
tance to the business 
Southern California.
